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locum bill soars despite health risk fears

MILLIONS of pounds spent 
on locum doctors in Kent 
could be putting patient 
safety at risk, health experts 
have warned. 


New figures showing the amount 
spent on temporary cover at health 
organisations across the UK revealed 
costs at two of Kent’s NHS trusts have 
soared over the last three years. 

At Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells, 
spending on locums increased from 
£3.2 million in 2007/08 to a staggering 
£9.1m in 2009/10. 

For Dartford and Gravesham NHS 
Trust, costs almost doubled from £2.1m 


three years ago to £4.2m last year. 

The increase is believed to be a 
result of the introduction of the 
European Working Time Directive, 
which limits the working week to 48 
hours, meaning rotas are harder to fill 
with permanent staff. 

But industry experts have warned 
of the lack of continuity in care

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Benefits change could 
empty affluent towns 


HOUSING benefit claimants 
could be forced to move out of 
wealthier towns on Kent’s com¬ 
muter belt as a result of the 
Government’s cap on handouts, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

A report by the Chartered Institute of 
Housing (CIH) revealed that in the next 
decade people relying on local housing 
allowance may have to look for cheaper 
accommodation in less affluent towns. 

It comes just a fortnight after North Thanet 
MP Roger Gale raised concerns that coastal 
areas could be hit with an influx of London 
dole claimants unable to afford expensive city 
rents once housing benefit is capped in April. 

Industry experts at CIH believe for Kent’s 


wealthier in-land towns it could be the 
reverse, with claimants moving away 

Ashford and Maidstone were highlighted in 
the report as places that would be 'off limits’ 
for private rented sector tenants claiming 
housing benefits in the next 10 years. 

Towns on commuter belts were outlined as 
areas where claimants may be unable to 
afford to live. 

The report added: “If rental inflation is at 
five per cent, within 20 years almost all 
rental market areas in the South East will be 
affected by the caps.” 

Under the changes, handouts will be 
capped at £400 a week for a four-bedroom 
house, £340 for a three-bedroom property, £290 
for two bedrooms and £250 for a one-bedroom. 

Kent’s Tory MPs have welcomed the move. 

Laura Sandys (South Thanet) said it was 


an injustice that people were putting in a 
hard day’s work for a low wage, while others 
were better off on the dole and claiming hous¬ 
ing benefits. 

She said: “It has taken a lot of courage to 
address housing benefit. 

“It has not been done early enough, but the 
coalition can now deal with what has become 
a ludicrous and highly inflationary system. 

“The current situation has fundamentally 
distorted housing in my area. 

“The average wage in Thanet is £17,000 
and housing benefits for the unemployed 
stand at more than £8,000 a year. Most work¬ 
ing families cannot compete in that market. 

“Our system is broken. Those who want to 
work know that work does not pay Those who 
work get less than those who claim and those 
who do not work often receive the most.”

through using locum doctors. 

Katherine Murphy, chief executive of the 
Patients Association, told KoS it was “outra¬ 
geous” so much money was being paid to 
agencies to cover shifts. 

“Locum doctors will not know the policy 
and procedures of that hospital and could be 
putting patient safety at risk,” she said. 

“Effective NHS management would not allow 
this to happen. It needs to review staffing 
requirements, using expensive locum cover to 
fill gaps in services will not help the NHS find 
the £20 billion of savings asked for by 2014.” 

She added that by planning staff shifts and 
not relying heavily on locum cover, managers 
could help the NHS make savings that could 
be reinvested back into frontline services. 

“We want clinical managers within hospi¬ 
tals to take responsibility for managing staff 
rotas to ensure there are enough doctors 
available to treat patients effectively and that 
safety is not compromised,” she added. 

Maidstone GP and British Medical Associa¬ 
tion spokesman Dr Paul Hobday said he had no 
worries about the ability of locums, but was con¬ 
cerned about the short-term nature of their work. 

‘With locums you lose the continuity of care 
that patients need,” he said. 


“It’s too easy for locums to think they can 
pass their work onto somebody else tomorrow.” 

Dr Hobday said he believed trust managers’ 
priorities were not what they should be. 

“They’re probably employing more locums 
because they don’t want to take on extra 
members of staff,” he said. “When they think 
about budgets they’re thinking short-term 
rather than long-term.” 

Use of cover doctors came under the spot¬ 
light two years ago when 70-year-old David 
Gray, from Cambridgeshire, died when a Ger¬ 
man locum accidentally administered a fatal 
dose of painkiller on his first shift in the UK. 

It pushed the Labour government to look at 
out-of-hours care and the way in which 
medics were selected. 

Problem 

Health Secretary Andrew Lansley admit¬ 
ted the high use of locums could affect patient 
care and said it was a problem. 

But despite concerns within the industry 
and from the Government, figures released 
following a Freedom of Information request 
by The Royal College of Surgeons (RCS) found 
locums were still being brought in for cover. 

The college asked for figures from 164 
trusts in the UK but only received adequate 


data back from 96, including the two in Kent. 

They spent a total of £758m on locum doctors 
last year compared to £384m three years ago. 

RCS president John Black said money was 
spent on locums to “prop-up” services that 
were falling apart because of European law. 

“It seems ridiculous that at a time of eco¬ 
nomic crisis, with wide-ranging cuts to servic¬ 
es, we are seeing astronomical sums of money 
being thrown at locum doctors,” he said. 

“Unless hours for doctors working in 24- 
hour acute care medicine are relaxed to a sen¬ 
sible level, the pool of good, safe doctors will 
dry up and we will see more units close.” 

Dr Paul Sigston - medical director for Maid¬ 
stone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust - ad¬ 
mitted the increased cost of locums was due 
to the reduction in doctors’ working hours. 

He said: “This is a national issue we cannot 
solve on our own, though we believe the prob¬ 
lem will be alleviated in some specialities when 
we move into our new hospital at Pembury. 

‘What I can guarantee is that the safety 
and best interests of our patients are always 
our top priority, and no patient has been or 
will be disadvantaged by the increased use of 
locum doctors in our trust.” 

Dartford and Gravesham NHS Trust was 
unavailable for comment. 
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Preventative services cuts ‘likely to cause increase in spending’ 


A LEADING charity has warned there could 
be an increase in the number of elderly people 
moving into care homes if vital home support 
is reduced. 

Bosses from Age Concern say they are wor¬ 
ried government spending cuts will force coun¬ 
cils to scale down the amount of homecare 
available, including assistance with everyday 
tasks such as washing and eating. 

It follows warnings from the Local Govern¬ 
ment Association that an increasing number 


of local authorities could restrict services to 
those who have “critical” needs such as dementia. 

Maidstone Age Concern chief executive Paul 
Coles said cuts to homecare would not help 
deliver savings. 

“Any cut in preventative services is likely to 
cause an increase in spending,” he said. 

“If beneficial services are cut, this will result 
in people’s health deteriorating, which will 
then increase costs in other areas. 

“From our perspective we’re here to help 


people stay in the home for as long as possible. 
The idea that services that keep them there 
could be severely cut doesn’t make sense to us. 

“It would increase the amount of nursing 
home care needed and the number of people 
being put in nursing homes.” 

Fears over whether eligibility criteria for help 
at home would be tightened were also raised, 
but Kent County Council, which must tackle a 
£340 million shortfall over the next four years, 
denied there were any plans to do so. 


Graham Gibbens, cabinet member for Kent 
adult social services, however, admitted the 
authority was under pressure. 

“Adult social care is facing a continuing pres¬ 
sure to meet increased need and find ways of 
meeting people’s needs as efficiently and effec¬ 
tively as possible,” he said. 

“Being responsible with the adult social care 
budget means looking at everything we do and 
identifying whether it is a good use of limited 
public money.”

Paedophile book 


worse

OVERCROWDED trains, over¬ 
priced fares and an inconsistent 
high speed service - it’s just a 
typical day for Kent’s long-suf¬ 
fering commuters. 

But unfortunately for Southeastern pas¬ 
sengers the problems look set to get even 
worse over the next four years, according to 
a report by MPs on the Public Accounts 
Committee (PAC). 

The study warns that targets set by the 
Department for Transport for increased 
places on trains will be missed, despite the 
rising demand in rail travel and the already 
unacceptable levels of overcrowding. 

Particular mention was made in the 
report about the Southeastern franchise, 
with passengers being forced to pay premi¬ 
um fares to support the high speed service 
when it does not stop at every station - a 
problem highlighted by rail campaigners 
and Kent MPs since the new Javelin trains 
were introduced last year. 

Commuters in the county have also had 
to cope with fare increases of inflation plus 
three per cent for the past three years,

while the rest of the country saw rises of 
inflation plus just one per cent. 

The price-setting formula for Kent was 
due to change when Southeastern’s fran¬ 
chise ends in 2012, but this anticipated 
reprieve was scrapped when ministers 
voted in October to change pricing across 
the board to RPI plus three per cent. 

It means passengers will continue to see 
soaring ticket prices but an inadequate, 
overcrowded service. 

Senior Tory backbencher Roger Gale, MP 
for North Thanet, has campaigned on 
behalf of passengers and met with trans¬ 
port minister Theresa Villiers just before 
the PAC report was published. 

He called the paper “authoritative”. 

“If the Public Accounts Committee says 
something, it’s listened to,” he said. “In my 
meeting with the transport minister I made 
the same points as before - we are paying 
far too much for a service that is not good. 

Cattle 

‘What are now known as classic services 
are overcrowded and slow, and the fast 
train, as far as east Kent is concerned, isn’t 
fast - it only travels at high speed once it 
reaches Ebbsfleet. People from east Kent 
don’t use it and so they have to travel like 
cattle on the reduced classic service.” 

Over the past 10 years rail passenger 
numbers have increased by 40 per cent and 
this is expected to double in the next few 
decades. But with missed seat targets, it 
could mean more cramped journeys to and 
from the capital. 

In the PAC report, MPs said the problem 
was the lack of incentive for the industry to 
supply extra capacity. 

Train operators are meant to use “reason¬ 
able endeavours” to give peak passengers a 
reasonable expectation of a seat within 20 
minutes of boarding. There is no legal 
requirement, however, for rail companies to 
expand fleets to achieve this. 

A Southeastern spokesman said train 
purchasing was managed by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport. 

They added: “The December 2009 time¬ 
table, with the introduction of high speed 
services, saw an extra 200 services every 
day or the equivalent of a five per cent 
increase in capacity. This increase, as a 
result of high speed, meant stations such as 
Tunbridge Wells saw an extra four trains at 
peak, Tonbridge five and Sevenoaks eight.” 

But despite claims west Kent is being 


served well, commuters in other parts of the 
county remain frustrated. 

A Downing Street petition was launched by 
Heme resident John Nicholson earlier this 
year demanding a review of train services, and 
was signed by hundreds of commuters. But 
they say nothing has changed and industry 
experts fear things are on a downward spiral. 

Anthony Smith, chief executive of independent 
watchdog Passenger Focus, said: ‘We need sub¬ 
stantial long-term investment as soon as possi¬ 
ble to provide longer and more frequent trains.” 


SEX abuse therapists in Kent have blasted 
Amazon for agreeing to sell a ‘code of conduct’ 
book for paedophiles.

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‘Pointless’ changes 


attacked by unions

UNION leaders have hit out at 
Government plans to publish 
teachers’ salaries, qualifications 
and sickness rates in an attempt 
to improve classroom standards. 

The Department for Education revealed 
this week that schools will be forced to pub¬ 
lish more information than ever before so 
parents can make better-informed judge¬ 
ments about where to send their children. 

Individual teachers will not be named, 
but the unions argue that in some small 
schools it may be easy to identify which 
teacher is which. 

“I can’t see the point of all this; it’s just 
headline-grabbing,” said John Walder, sec¬ 
retary of the Kent division of the National 
Union of Teachers (NUT). 

“It’s been a feature of politics since the 
late Thatcher era that the Government 
should always be seen to be doing things, 
even when it’s not needed. That’s led to a 
massive avalanche of new measures that 
have been bedevilling schools ever since. 

“Parents want to see that their child’s 
school is successful, but the fact is what 
they’re really interested in is whether or 
not their child is happy. 

“Regimes where teachers are put under 
the cosh make for unhappy teachers and 
unhappy kids. When one side of the equa¬ 
tion is put under that sort of pressure, the 
other side will feel it too.”

The proposals form part of the DfE busi¬ 
ness plan, which also spells out coalition 
plans to reform the central contract dictat¬ 
ing teachers’ pay and conditions. Other sta¬ 
tistics to be published include the amount 
of money spent per child and how many 
achieve new-style measures charting 
progress in basic subjects at ages five and 11. 

‘We do not see how publishing swathes of 
statistics on how many teachers caught the 
flu, how many A-levels staff have and what 
they are paid will reduce bureaucracy,” said 
Emma Sivyer, South East regional officer 
for the education professionals’ union Voice. 
“This is information overload. What is the 
point? Do the public really want to know? 

We fear the Government wants to bring 
to an end the national system for pay and 
conditions - a system that has worked well 


in ensuring fairness and transparency with¬ 
out compromising individuals’ details.” 

Other measures spelled out in the business 
plan include a new ‘readiness to progress’ 
assessment for children to ensure they are 
ready to start primary and secondary school, 
and the introduction of a new National 
Curriculum by September 2013. 

The ‘nappy curriculum’ setting out targets 
children must hit before their fifth birthday 
will also be less bureaucratic. 



Driving county show 
to a brighter future 


KENT County Show’s new executive manag¬ 
er has vowed to address the traffic problems 
which have blighted the event in recent 
years, writes Marijke Cox. 

Roger Moore, who recently took up the post 
with the Kent Agricultural Society, said he 
would prioritise traffic management so visi¬ 
tors wouldn’t be left queuing for hours in 
their vehicles when trying to leave the show- 
ground in Detling. 

The 53-year-old Ashford resident spoke to 
KoS as plans were unveiled for a £1 million 
refurbishment of the Cornwallis Building, 
pictured, an event and conference centre 
located at the showground. 

The 34-year-old earth-floored bam is being 
turned into a modem conference, entertain¬ 
ment and exhibition centre for use all year 
round. It will be the biggest in the county, 
accommodating up to 10,000 people. 

Mr Moore said: “Not only will it be 
the largest in Kent, but it will be located 
in the middle of 200 acres of land in an 


Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

“Work started on the build about a month 
ago and it will be completed in March ready 
for the next County Show.” 

Mr Moore, who has worked in the agricul¬ 
tural and horticultural industry for 25 years, 
said he was excited about his new role as 
executive manager of the event. 

“There are a number of things I want to do 
to enhance the show,” he said. 

“It is important that we continue to empha¬ 
sise the agricultural aspect. We also need to 
let more people know what the event is about 
and when it’s on. 

“There’s a big assumption that everyone 
knows about the County Show. When I went 
I was amazed at how much was going on 
there and I want people to know about this.” 

Mr Moore also stressed the need to tackle 
the problem with traffic. 

‘We don’t want this to put people off com¬ 
ing so I’m going to be spending a lot of time 
on traffic management.” 


‘Time to change 
justice system’ 


A CRITICAL report of the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem has been welcomed by Kent Police 
Authority chairwoman Ann Barnes. 

The study by Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary concluded that the system is 
“fragmented, bureaucratic and wasteful” and 
that public confidence in it is low. 

Mrs Barnes said: “I am well placed to talk 
about the police, the courts and the criminal 
justice system. Changes are desperately need¬ 
ed as the process is painfully slow and involves 
far too many agencies.” 


Equality is vital 


BUSINESS leaders are calling for member¬ 
ship equality when the new Kent, Essex and 
East Sussex Local Enterprise Partnership is 
officially formed. 

They are calling for the Federation of Small 
Businesses (FSB), Chambers of Commerce 
and the Institute of Directors to have the same 
number of seats on the board as the politicians. 

Kent and Medway FSB chairman Roger 
House said: “It is important the county coun¬ 
cils engage rapidly with the recognised busi¬ 
ness organisations to make sure the board is 
truly representative.” 

The interim board of the LEP is due to be 
formed by early December. 


A FORMER Kent college tutor has been 
awarded an OBE for services to further 
and higher education. 

Miles Dibsdall, who now works in Scotland, 
spent three years as deputy principal of West 
Kent College and also served with several others 
in the county. 

The 46-year-old, who has spent 24 years in 
education, received his accolade at a special 
Buckingham Palace ceremony last week.

UK holds a special place 
in Herb’s heart and soul 


W ITH a voice as warm 
and velvety as choco¬ 
late, Herb Murrell 
still has the pipes to 
melt a million hearts. 

His legendary soul group The Stylistics sell 
out theatres on a regular basis, tour in the 
UK almost every year and will appear in 
Tunbridge Wells on Saturday, November 20. 

“I love our UK fans, they are some of the 
best in the world and I have so much love in 
my heart for them,” said Herb. 

After thousands of shows since The Stylistics’ 
1970s heyday, the Philadelphia native realises 
his voice has changed over the years, but he 
intends to sing for as long as he can. 

“My voice has matured, of course, and 
there are things I perhaps can’t do like I did 
in my twenties, but you learn tricks and 
ways around that and I think it’s held up 
pretty well in all,” he said. 

The Stylistics stalwart - who many fans 
regard as the ‘face’ of the band - has been all 
over the world during the course of the last 
40-odd years, but nowhere has a place in his 
affections like the UK. 

Of the group’s enduring popularity on this 
side of the pond, he said: “I think our songs 
really connect with British audiences and it’s 
a joy to sing here.” 

The Stylistics hail from Philadelphia, one 
of the great American cities for soul and 
R’n’B. From their own music to later acts 
such as Boyz II Men, the east coast metrop¬ 
olis has been at the forefront of the American 
musical scene for decades. 

Herb said: “Philly is a melting pot of differ¬ 
ent cultures and so many artistic people 
from different backgrounds with unique tal¬ 
ents. So many people can express them¬

selves through music and that definitely has 
had a huge influence on us as a group of peo¬ 
ple making our own music. It’s a very soul¬ 
ful place. 

“Looking back over the years, some fantas¬ 
tic music with a real Philadelphia sound has 
come from the city. I go back as often as I can 


to relax and see my family. We’re all still 
based out of Philadelphia. We’re fortunate to 
tour and travel so much, but it’s always great 
to go back home.” 

Away from his life in music - his day job of 
touring the countries where The Stylistics’ 
following remains strong - Herb said he still 


finds it difficult to think of much else. 

“Even when I’m not performing I listen to 
a lot of music, because that’s my passion. 

“Some of my favourite artists include the 
likes of Babyface and Michael McDonald, 
but I listen to lots of new music, too. 

“The internet makes it possible for anyone 
who is musically inclined to put their own 
stuff out there. I definitely think that’s a 
good thing, even if it’s harder to keep up with 
it all nowadays.” 

The Stylistiscs’ songs continue to live on, 
not just through the band’s own performanc¬ 
es and touring but because much of their 
material has been sampled by stars such as 
Mary J Blige, Zero 7 and Jay-Z. 

“We find that very flattering,” said Herb. “It 
shows new creativity and it’s great to hear 
new artists doing new things with our music, 
especially if they bring a new niche to it. It 
helps the music to live on.” 

Herb was touring in the UK when Barack 
Obama - the first black President of the 
United States - was elected in 2008, but dis¬ 
tance could not detract from the occasion. 

He said: “That was an emotional night. A 
real tear-in-the-eye moment. It was a long 
time coming and I couldn’t imagine it hap¬ 
pening when I was younger, not in my life¬ 
time anyway. 

“But you must not let a person’s colour 
detract from the man. You must not get away 
from the qualification of the man himself.” 

Herb saved the last word, however, for his 
fans. He said: “I want to thank them for sup¬ 
porting us for so long and being amazing 
people. God bless you all.”

The legion, which marks its 90th anniver¬ 
sary this year, spends £200,000 a day on 
providing welfare and support for the 
Armed Forces and the charity’s campaigns 
have resulted in more than £12m in 
increased compensation paid to seriously 
injured service personnel. 

This year, more than £78m 
will be spent providing assis¬ 
tance to over 160,000 serving 
and ex-service personnel and 
their families, with £1.8m on 
combat stress to provide treat¬ 
ment for mental health outreach 
programmes. 

Some £24m has been committed to 
the Personnel Recovery Centres, 
including £12m to the Royal British 
Legion’s Battle Back Challenge Centre, 
a facility being built to enhance the recov¬ 
ery of wounded or sick service personnel. 

Mrs Taylor said although the Poppy 
Appeal is honouring those who fought in 
the two world wars and other conflicts, the 
theme of the campaign is supporting the 
Afghan and Iraq generation. 

“A lot of people think of the appeal as only 
being about veterans and we’re trying to 
change that perception,” she said. “The 
appeal is for everybody who has served, not

just the two world wars. People always 
think about the old soldiers with their 
medals, but it also about the Armed Forces 
today.” 

Veteran Alfred George, who lives in 
Ashford, agreed the appeal should be for 
everyone who has been wounded or affected 
by war. The 90-year-old was one of a group 
of veterans to attend the official Poppy 
Appeal launch at County Hall at the end of 
October alongside young representatives 
from active serving units. 

Attacked 

“The younger generation are interested in 
the appeal,” he said. “I did a talk at an 
Ashford school and the children were 
wrapped up in what I was saying.” 

Mr George was just 20 when he was 
called upon to fight in World War Two. 

“I got called up the day after I joined the 
Territorial Army. War was imminent,” he 
said. “I was working in Essex at a chemical 
firm but was told to report to barracks.” 

Mr George began his active service soon 
after, moving through France and Belgium 
with his comrades while being attacked 
from the air by the Luftwaffe. 

In one shocking incident they came under 


fire while trying to make a break through 
enemy lines. 

“All the refugees moving back to France 
were machine-gunned and bombed - it was 
a terrible sight,” he said. 

“There was nothing we could do for them. 
We’d jumped off our vehicles, so we got back 
on and carried on moving.” 

Mr George found his way to the beaches 
at Dunkirk: “We were on the dunes and 
then we made our way to the jetty. Luckily 
we were there between air-raids, but we 
could see many dead bodies. We were in a 
queue and when I got to the end I looked 
over and could see a little paddle steamer - 
my guardian angel. It was the Medway 
Queen and she got me back from Dunkirk.” 

Mr George later joined the Medway 
Queen Preservation Society to help ensure 
the future of the little ship. 

“A few people phoned me up and one 
woman gave a donation for the Medway 
Queen. It is important for people to do this 
with the Poppy Appeal.”

Wage is sustaining 
its green principles 


ECO-fnendly villagers are putting their urban neighbours to shame with 
green schemes that are successfully reducing their carbon footprints. 


Three years ago a number of Kent’s rural 
community leaders took up the challenge to 
help tackle climate change, with some now 
reporting impressive results thanks to the 
energy-saving efforts of their residents. 

Villagers in Elham, near Folkestone, are 
among those to have successfully reduced 
their carbon footprints after being persuaded 
to take measures to improve their energy 
efficiency such as using low-voltage light 
bulbs and providing better insulation for 
their homes. 

The Elham Environmental Group (EEG), 
which was formed in 2007, has also planted 
a large number of trees for the community 
and produced sustainable shopping bags for 
local traders. 

Hostility 

Residents who sign up to the Fuel Club can 
also enjoy cheaper bills thanks to pooled 
deliveries of heating oil that limit the num¬ 
ber of times lorries have to visit the village. 

“There are lots of other things we would 
like to do, but we are limited because we are 
only a small team of volunteers,” said chair¬ 
man the Reverend Canon David Ratcliff. 

“There are also some people who think 
climate change isn’t happening or that it isn’t 
caused by the use of fossil fuels, so we’re 
always having to convince people why we’re 
doing this. There’s no hostility from anyone 
towards what we’re trying to achieve, but 
some are doing more to help than others.” 

Elham was one of four villages which 
received Kent County Council funding to pio¬ 
neer the county’s efforts to cut carbon emis¬ 
sions in 2007, the others being Eastchurch on 
the Isle of Sheppey, Hadlow near Tonbridge, 
and St Margaret-at-Cliffe near Dover. 

Mr Ratcliff was a guest speaker at Protect 
Kent Canterbury’s annual meeting on

Monday, when he revealed the EEG’s energy¬ 
saving efforts have led to a seven per cent 
reduction in Elham’s carbon emissions over 
the past 12 months. 

But the retired clergyman admitted some of 
the organisation’s methods may prove more 
difficult to implement in Kent’s urban areas. 

“We think our way of working is good 
for smallish communities, but it may not be 
suitable for everyone,” he said. 

“There’s so much going on in large towns 
and cities that it can be very difficult to get 
people to respond to what you’re doing. But I 
think anything we can do to help people 
become more aware of the environmental 
issues we are currently facing is a good thing. 

“I’m in my 70s and retired so it’s not going 
to affect me much, but it’s about the children 
and grandchildren and the future they are 
going to grow into. The more effort we put 
into securing our energy and protecting the 
environment today, the better it will be for 
them tomorrow.”

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Medway finalises 
bid for city status 

TOWN hall chiefs have taken another step 
forward in their campaign to secure city sta¬ 
tus for Medway. 

In a meeting on Tuesday, council leader 
Rodney Chambers and the cabinet finalised 
plans for the bid that would see the five 
towns united as the City of Medway. 

Despite unsuccessful bids in 2000 and 
2002, council chiefs are hoping it will be third 
time lucky for the area and are now seeking 
cross-party support to achieve their goal. 

A report to the council said: “A bid for ‘city 
status’ would certainly raise the area’s pro¬ 
file, enhancing its reputation and ensuring it 
is a place that is recognised. 

“City status would be a fitting accolade to 
crown Medway’s Year of Celebrations in 
2012. There is very little downside to making 
a bid, and much to be gained.” 


New cancer drug 
big step forward 

PFIZER has announced a breakthrough in 
treating a lethal form of cancer. 

The news pushed shares of the world’s 
largest pharmaceutical company, which has 
its European research centre in Sandwich, 
up to about £12. 

Pfizer’s cancer drug crizotinib shrinks lung 
tumours that have a specific genetic muta¬ 
tion fusing two genes. 

In the trial, 82 patients had the genetic 
mutation to be targeted by the drug. The 
tumours of 46 patients who took the oral 
drug shrank by more than 30 per cent, while 
one patient’s tumour disappeared entirely. 

Crizotinib stopped tumour growth in 27 of 
the patients, or 33 per cent. 

The study authors estimated that for 72 
per cent of patients, the disease would not 
worsen for six months. 
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Fireman’s Wedding graves restored

VICTIMS of a public fire display 
that went tragically wrong have 
been remembered once more after 
long-overdue repairs to their final 
resting places. 

Nine adults and six children burned to 
death during the Gillingham Park stunt in 
July, 1929, when a blaze started by the town’s 
firefighters raged out of control and tore 
through the makeshift house they were sup¬ 
posed to be rescued from. 

Canadian dental hygienist Lori Oschefski - 
a relative of one of those who perished - has 
been campaigning for the graves of the vic¬ 
tims to be restored and Medway Council has 
now acceded to her request. 

However, she is still pressing the authority 
to build a permanent memorial on the site of 
the tragedy.

“The main reason I petitioned for change 
was the sheer sense of injustice that these 
people who died in such tragic circumstances 
were becoming unrecognised and forgotten,” 
said the 50-year-old Ontario native. 

“The decay of the graves was symbolic of 
the decay of the memory of this event in the 
community. Very few people knew anything 
at the start of my research. While the repair 
of the graves is important, what is more 


important is that this tragedy is remembered 
as part of Medway’s history.” 

the Fireman’s Wedding display was a pop¬ 
ular annual attraction at 
Gillingham Park, and would cul¬ 
minate every year with the fire 
brigade ‘rescuing’ volunteers from 
a three-storey structure cobbled 
together with wooden beams and a 
tarpaulin. 

It was rigged to catch fire but on 
the day of the tragedy the flamma¬ 
ble liquids were triggered too early 
and spectators were confronted 
with the horror of many of the chil¬ 
dren and adults burning or jump¬ 
ing to their deaths. 

One of those who perished in the 
blaze was 12-year-old Navy cadet 



Eric Cheeseman, whom Mrs Oschefski later 
discovered was the nephew of her grandfa¬ 
ther, William Cheeseman. Repairs carried 
out on the graves included the removal of 
chippings in the stonework, the replacing of 
slabs, re-setting of kerbs and comer posts, 


and levelling of the groundwork. 

The stonework was also professionally 
cleaned and polished. However, Mrs 
Oschefski said there was still work 
to be done. 

“It is vital to note that six of the 
graves were beyond repair and that 
these people are not recognised as 
even being in the cemetery,” she 
said. “They rest in unmarked 
graves. We need a memorial that 
recognises and honours the memo¬ 
ry of all 15 victims of this tragedy.” 

Mrs Oschefski also thanked 
Archant KOS Media for publicis¬ 
ing her campaign, which she says 
was crucial to its success. 

She said: “This interest and help 
has been invaluable with having

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Ukip party discipline call as 
Far age returns to the helm 


NIGEL Farage has promised to clamp down on 
dissenters in the ranks as he takes charge of the 
UK Independence Party for the second time. 

The 46-year-old Sevenoaks resident was re¬ 
elected as leader last week and told KoS one of 
his main aims is to improve Ukip’s image by tak¬ 
ing a harder line against members who publicly 
criticise the party. 

He said the lack of discipline was hurting Ukip’s 
chances of establishing itself as a mainstream 
party and taking advantage of the public’s 
“increasing disenchantment” with the 
Conservatives, Liberal Democrats and Labour. 

“We’ve been hugely successful in the 
European elections but not broken through prop¬ 
erly in domestic politics,” said Mr Farage. 


“I want to stop the trend of Ukip members 
going on websites to slag off their own party 
because we need unity and that sort of thing 
doesn’t help. We have policies that an increasing 
number of voters agree with but sometimes our 
image has let us down a bit.” 

Bromley-born Mr Farage was one of the found¬ 
ing members of Ukip in 1993, and led the party 


between 2006 and September, last year. When he 
resigned he told members it was because he was 
finding it too difficult to manage the party at the 
same time as he was serving as an MEP for the 
South East. He also wanted to concentrate on his 
ultimately unsuccessful attempt to oust Speaker 
John Bercow from Parliament in May’s General 
Election. However, Mr Farage decided to return 


to the hotseat after the unexpected resignation of 
his successor Lord Pearson after just 10 months 
as leader. 

“This time I won’t be involved with the day-to- 
day running of the party,” he said. 

And referring to the light aircraft crash that 
almost claimed his life on polling day, Mr Farage 
said: “There will be no more publicity stunts like 
that, I can assure you.” 

Ukip holds 12 seats in the European Parliament 
and two in the House of Lords, and is represent¬ 
ed by about 75 district, town and parish council¬ 
lors throughout the UK. 

However, despite being the fourth largest party 
in terms of the popular vote, it does not have any 
MPs in the House of Commons.

A BATTERING in the mid-term 
elections should serve as a wake-up 
call to President Obama, says an 
American Democrat living in Kent. 

Sandi Carney, 60, from Sevenoaks, is a 
member of the Democrats Abroad group of 
expats which has members throughout the 
county and across the rest of the UK. 

And while she gives the President a seven- 
out-of-10 rating for his performance so far, 
she admits her party’s leader has some work 
to do over the next two years if he is to secure 
a second term in office. 

Her comments follow a drubbing for 
Obama’s Democractic Party in the mid-term 
elections, which saw the Republicans regain 
control of the House of Representatives as 
well as a number of seats in the Senate. 

“This has been his wake-up call and if 
things don’t improve then he may well find 
himself in trouble,” said Mrs Carney. 

“The unemployment rate over there is 
about 10 per cent at the moment and that’s 
what most Americans are concerned about. 

“People obviously want to work so that’s the 
main thing going against him. 

“But then who will the Republicans put 
against him in two years’ time? Some people 
are saying Sarah Palin, but I don’t think she’s 
a viable option really. It would be like David 
Cameron running against Arthur Scargill, who

is extremely popular among some, but would 
not win the support of the everyday voter.” 

Mrs Carney, originally from Hawaii, went 
to university with President Obama’s late 
mother Ann Soetoro. She was one of millions 
of Americans who trumpeted Obama’s rise to 
the top of politics in November, 2008 - but 
does she think he has lived up to the hype? 

“I think he has to a certain extent,” she said. 
“He had only served one term as a senator 
before he was elected, unlike George W Bush 
who was already a Washington insider and 
knew what he was getting himself in for. 

Responsibility 

“I think Obama was a bit stunned when he 
got into the nitty-gritty, back-stabbing politics 
of the White House. 

“But I wasn’t really too disappointed (with 
the results) because the mid-terms tend to 
attract older people and more conservative 
voters, rather than the younger and more lib¬ 
eral voters who normally back Obama.” 

Obama’s term in office has so far been hit by 
a string of setbacks, most of which were caused 
or connected to the global economic crisis. 

However, he was also roundly criticised for 
what the American public perceived as a lack

of involvement following last April’s Gulf of 
Mexico oil spill disaster. 

President Obama’s criticism of BP also 
threatened to sour relations on this side of the 
Atlantic when he referred to the company by 
its former name of British Petroleum, which 
some saw as an attempt to shift responsibility 
for the incident to the UK government. 

And the firm’s current chief executive Bob 
Dudley - who replaced the much-maligned 
Sevenoaks resident Tony Hayward - revealed 
in a BBC Two special screened on Tuesday 
how there was a genuine fear at the time that 
BP would go under due to a lack of support 
from American banks. 

Mrs Carney said: “I think Obama could 
have done better. He should have been down 
on the coast more instead of pontificating in 
Washington. 

“As for referring to BP as British Petroleum, 
I’m afraid that’s just politics at its worse.”

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Visit to GP could do more harm than good if you’ve got a cold 


AS THE cold weather moves in for 
winter, health chiefs are warning 
that antibiotics are useless at battling 
coughs, colds and flu. 

Off-the-shelf treatments from 
supermarkets are much better at 
dealing with one of the most common 
health complaints of this time of year. 

But time is often the best healer, 
with ear infections taking around 
four days on average to clear up; 


coughs taking a rotten three weeks; 
sore throats a week; and the common 
cold lasting for around a fortnight. 

Doctors say colds and flu are 
caused by viruses, not bacteria, 
which means using antibiotics when 
you have a virus may do more harm 
than good. It won’t cure the infec¬ 
tion, stop others from catching it, or 
make patients feel better. In fact, it 
could cause unnecessary side effects. 


Last year more than half a million 
prescriptions for antibiotics were 
written for patients in east Kent and 
antibiotic resistance is one of the 
world’s most pressing public health 
problems. 

East Kent GP Dr Simon Dunn 
said: “We want to ensure the best 
care is the right care for patients. If 
you’ve got flu and cold symptoms 
talk to your pharmacist first and get 


some over-the-counter medicines 
before making an appointment to 
see your GP. 

“However, if your symptoms get 
worse you may need to see your GP. 

“For peace of mind, many GPs will 
now offer you a delayed prescription 
for antibiotics if it is not clear 
whether the symptoms will go away 
on their own. 

“The difference to a normal pre¬ 


scription is that you should wait a 
few days before collecting your 
medicine, try some self care and if 
you are feeling better you should not 
collect it at all. 

“Antibiotics are really the last 
resort. They are a key drug in the 
fight against bacterial infections, 
but overuse will reduce their effec¬ 
tiveness and are less likely to work 
when patients need them.”

Investigated 


THERE was once a time when a father would con¬ 
gratulate his son for standing up for himself and tak¬ 
ing part in a playground scrap, writes Steve Knight. 

But in a month when Kent County Council revealed it had paid 
£2,595 in compensation to the parents of one young fighter, it would 
seem those days are now well and truly over. 

The payout was one of five made by local authorities in the UK last 
year, worth a total of £15,000 to the mums and dads who felt their chil¬ 
dren’s schools were to blame for them being hurt in break time brawls. 

Frank Furedi - professor of sociology at the University of Kent - 
said the claims were indicative of the wider problem of overprotective 
parents, adding it was “a selfish way of 
seeking financial gain”. 

“Unfortunately we find it difficult as a 
society to live with misfortune,” he said. 

“We’re tempted to point the finger of blame 
every time something goes wrong, and 
demanding compensation is the next step. 

“If you’re a parent then you know your 
children will get into accidents no matter 
what you do. They don’t always end in 
tragedy and often their children learn from 
the experience and grow stronger as a result, 
and we have to learn to live with that. 

“I think it’s becoming a bit of a problem 
for schools because they’re finding it more 
and more difficult to accommodate the 
physical and risk-taking activities children 
need to mature.” 

Due to confidentiality laws KCC was 
unable to provide any details on the 
compensation case, including what injuries 
the child involved sustained. 


However, there have been recent episodes 
in Kent that demonstrate how fights involv¬ 
ing schoolchildren are no longer the seem¬ 
ingly fair contests they perhaps once were. 

For example, last year two young thugs 
from the Howard School in Rainham were 
placed in youth custody following a sicken¬ 
ing attack on a pupil from a rival school. 

Jordan Akehurst and Dylan Richards, 
then aged 14 and 15 respectively, beat Jack 
Blanchard, then 13, into a coma after goad¬ 
ing him into taking part in a scrap at a 
nearby park. The brutal onslaught was 
videoed by one of at least 12 onlookers who 
did nothing to intervene. 

Fiona Fitzgerald - a personal injury 
lawyer with Colemans CTTS - said that a 
school cannot be held liable for playground 
attacks as long as it can prove it has ade¬ 
quate systems in place. 

She added: “There can be problems if it 
doesn’t ensure pupils are safe from a child 
with a violent history, or if a group of children 
is left unattended for an extended period.” 

A KCC spokesman said: “Schools take the 
health and safety of their pupils extremely 
seriously and challenge any unacceptable 
behaviour. Such compensation payouts are 
rare and claims are rigorously investigated.”

‘We’ve been screwed 
over by fees and cuts’ 


YOUNG people are being “screwed over” by massive tuition fee 
increases and Government spending cuts, claims the chairman of 
Kent Youth County Council, writes Steve Knight. 


Seventeen-year-old Dara Farrell, who 
also represents the county in the UK Youth 
Parliament, says teenagers like him will be 
hit hard by the announcements made since 
last month’s comprehensive spending 
review (CSR). 

Most notable was last week’s revelation 
that from 2012 universities will be able to 
charge tuition fees of up to £9,000 - almost 
three times more than the current cap. 

“I suppose every generation has it bad in 
some way or another, but we’ve been 
screwed over, to be honest,” said Dara. 

“There are 19 millionaires in that cabinet 
and all of them went to university for free. 
It was their generation that caused the eco¬ 
nomic problems we’re in, so why are we the 
ones being made to suffer? 

Scrapped 

“There will now be a generation of kids 
who won’t be able to go to university 
because of what this Government has done.” 

Before the General Election, then-shadow 
education secretary Michael Gove flatly 
denied the Conservatives were planning to 
scrap the Education Maintenance 
Allowance (EMA) - a £30-a-week payment 
scheme supporting 16- to 19-year-olds from 
lower-income families. 

However, last month it was revealed the 
programme will be axed in January. 

The Government also plans to reduce the 
amount of funding per student for sixth-for¬ 
mers, while council-run services like youth 
clubs also face an uncertain future. 

Dara said: “I’m not completely against the 
winter fuel allowance, free TV licences and 
free bus passes, but what have they taken 


off older people? Not a lot. 

“We’re still waiting to hear where young 
people stand in the Government’s vision. 
We’ve got this Big Society thing, but I don’t 
think they know what that is themselves. 

“The nearest we’ve got to an explanation 
is Baroness Warsi telling us she once 
helped to clean a public car park.” 

Dara, from the Stanhope estate in 
Ashford, was one of many young politicians 
from across the UK who took part in a 
House of Commons debate earlier this 
month. But while he praised the Youth 
Parliament scheme for highlighting the 
issues affecting young people, Dara said he 
would prefer to see its funding spent on 
council-run youth services. 

He also voiced dismay that during the 
debate neither he nor any of his peers were 
permitted to speak about the cuts. 

“We spent half an hour talking about 
Afghanistan - what a waste of time,” he 
said. “Although there are young people in 
the armed forces, the spending cuts are 
affecting us more than the war and yet we 
weren’t allowed to discuss them. 

“It’s important to get young people 
involved in politics and I think the Youth 
Parliament does a great job in that respect, 
but it’s not good for an organisation that 
prides itself on democracy to prevent us dis¬ 
cussing something so important.”

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Angry students on the march 


ANGRY students from across Kent took to the 
streets of London to protest against higher 
tuition fees and cuts to education funding. 
Canterbury Christ Church University and the 
University of Kent were among the institutions 
represented at Wednesday’s demonstrations, 
which descended into anarchy when some 
campaigners clashed with police. 

Members of the University of Kent Islamic 
Society were also in attendance, as rules on 
finance mean Muslim students may not be 
able to accept loans due to the higher interest 
rates being placed on repayments. 

“Politicians have consistently let students 
down over the years but these proposals go 
too far,” said Mike Moran, regional official for 
the University and College Union (UCU). 

“If implemented, the Government’s plans 
will completely change the landscape of fur¬ 
ther and higher education. They would repre¬ 


sent the final nail in the coffin of affordable uni¬ 
versity education and the end of genuine 
choice of degree for thousands.” 

According to research by UCU, the annual 
cost of studying for a degree has increased by 
311.5 per cent since 1988. The union says if 
the cost of the weekly shop had increased at 
the same rate then a pint of milk would now 
cost £1.07 and a kilo of sausages £7.90. 

“The rest of the world is investing in educa¬ 
tion yet we’re doing the opposite,” said Mr 
Moran. “College grants that are often the dif¬ 
ference between some students being able to 
study or not are being axed, and university 
students are expected to shoulder the burden 
of punitive cuts to teaching grants. 

“Wednesday was another step in our cam¬ 
paign against the cuts to education and the 
fight for an education system that is fair and 
progressive.”

series Rosemary and Thyme, touched on 
her own experiences as a carer. 

“I felt guilty that I hadn’t done the job 
well, as most carers do,” she said. 

She explained how hard it was trying to get 
support and the right care, describing it as 
“navigating the misty maze of bureaucracy”. 

Ms Ferris said her experiences drove her 
to provide a voice for carers, becoming an 
honorary vice-president for the Princess 
Royal Trust for Carers. She is now cam¬ 
paigning to get more support for people 
looking after others. 

Liz Tredget, operations manager at 
Carers’ Support, said Ms Ferris was 
shocked at how things had not changed. 

“She looked after her mother 10 years 
ago, then her mother-in-law, and was 
shocked to see things hadn’t got any better,” 
said Mrs Tredget. 

“There is a lack of understanding within 
authorities and people can’t get the infor¬ 
mation they need. We get so many inquiries 
- about 250 to 300 a month - from people 
who are at their wits’ end about how to get 
relevant information.” 

Carers’ Support, whose patron is Ashford 


MP and immigration minister Damian Green, 
was selected to pilot the Kent Emergency 
Card, working with Kent County Council and 
health trusts. The card is designed to ensure a 
person is looked after if their carer is suddenly 
not available, for example if they are taken ill 
or involved in an accident. 

Carers carry the card - which has a unique 
reference number and an emergency phone 
number to KCC’s 24-hour contact centre - 
everywhere they go. Staff can immediately 
access the carer’s pre-arranged plans to ensure 
the person in need of support is looked after. 

Mrs Tredget said the charity, which is part- 
funded by KCC and the health trusts, was con¬ 
cerned about how the cuts could affect carers. 

“The council and primary care trusts’ fund¬ 
ing means we can help look after carers for 
them,” she said. 'We’re very concerned about 
the impact these funding problems could have. 

“I hope the event with Pam Ferris will raise 
awareness and show that there are many people 
out there, some who may not even think of them¬ 
selves as carers, who are in the same situation.”

Stones statue proposed for station 


LIVERPOOL has the Beatles and Dartford 
has the Rolling Stones - but the 1960s arch¬ 
rivals are not only miles apart in music, but 
also in the number of statues commemorat¬ 
ing their success. 

Now sculptor Anthony Hawken wants to 
change all that and needs to raise £150,000 
for a spectacular bronze of the Kent rockers. 

He said: “A friend was in Liverpool a while 
back and was struck by the statues of John 
Lennon and the Beatles. 

“He said Dartford needed something simi¬ 
lar and I agree. In 1962 Keith Richards and 
Mick Jagger met at Dartford station, trav¬ 
elled to London together, found they had so 
much in common and the Stones were bom. 

“A statue of the pair on the platform would 
be ideal. I’m all for it, now we need to get per¬ 
mission and raise the money. It is not a lot to 
bring in and with a few public collections we 
should get it together quite quickly. 

“We all love the Stones and surely the peo¬ 



ple of Dartford and Kent would support this.” 

The duo, responsible for some of the great¬ 
est pop music of the 1960s and 70s. 
first met at Wentworth Primary 
School before going their sepa¬ 
rate ways - until that fateful 
meeting at Dartford train 
station. 

Mr Hawken, a profes¬ 
sional sculptor, studied 
at Medway College of Art 
and at the Royal 
Academy Schools. 

He has works in the 
British Museum, the 
Victoria and Albert 
Museum, the National Arts 
Club, New York, and in pub¬ 
lic and private and corpo¬ 
rate collections in Britain 
and abroad. He said: “I have 
created two maquettes out

of glass fibre which are a couple of feet tall 
and give an idea what the statue could look 
like, but they can be changed before the 
final item is created. 

‘This is a great opportunity to 
produce something that will 
remember our finest rock 
musicians.” 

Keith Richards’ first 
home in Chastilian Road 
was hit by a VI ‘doodlebug’ 
flying bomb at the end of 
World War Two, and he 
moved to Spielman Road. 
Mick Jagger lived in 
Denver Road. Both were 
bom in 1943 in Livingstone 
Hospital, East Hill, 
Dartford. 

Both Dartford Council and 
Network Rail are looking 
into the idea of the statue. 


Calls for end to 
‘official roadblock’ 
on 20mph zones 
outside schools

A GREEN Party MEP has accused 
County Hall chiefs and police of 
resisting Government advice on 
20mph zones outside schools. 

Keith Taylor, who is responsible for road 
safety issues on the European Parliament’s 
transport committee, said Kent Police were 
blocking proposals for 20mph areas outside 
schools despite “overwhelming support” from 
local people. 

The Kent MEP is now writing to new Chief 
Constable Ian Learmonth, urging him to sup¬ 
port 20mph areas without other traffic calm¬ 
ing measures. 

“Both Oxford and Portsmouth have shown 
that 20mph residential streets reduce the 
speed of traffic without the need for other 
calming measures,” said Mr Taylor. 

“The Government’s advice on 20mph zones 
is also very clear. However, there is still resist¬ 


ance from both Kent County Council and Kent 
Police to implement these sensible changes. 

“I can’t think of anything more reasonable 
than reducing the speed limits around schools, 


yet there seems to be little enthusiasm to do 
this despite the overwhelming support of local 
people. The facts are clear: a pedestrian hit by 
a car travelling at 20mph is likely to suffer 


slight injuries, but at 30mph they are likely to 
be severely hurt. At 40mph or above they are 
likely to be killed.” 

Plans introduced last year gave councils per¬ 
mission to place 20mph limits on more streets 
without having to include expensive speed 
humps or chicanes. Mr Taylor, who has been 
working closely with Maidstone councillor 
Tom Sams on the campaign, is urging Kent’s 
authorities to implement the advice. 

But KCC’s cabinet member for highways, 
Cllr Nick Chard, said it was not always practi¬ 
cal to have a 20mph limit in school zones out¬ 
side of peak periods. “I have already been talk¬ 
ing to officers about what we can do to further 
improve safety in a practical way,” he said. 

“I would like to see us using modem technol¬ 
ogy such as amber flashing lights to warn driv¬ 
ers that children are coming and going outside 
schools at peak periods. I want us to look at 
what we can do to get drivers to slow down. We 
have a very good record in keeping people safe 
and I am very happy to talk with schools as 
road safety is paramount.” 

Kent Police said although they enforce speed

limits, the force does not set them. 

Ashford resident Ted Prangnell echoed 
Mr Taylor’s comments, stating KCC seemed 
reluctant to introduce 20mph limits. 

“I know from personal experience what it 
is like, as a pedestrian, to be hit by a car,” he 
said. ‘Years ago when I was walking in a 
30mph residential zone, a route to school, I 
was hit by a car and knocked 25 metres. It 
was touch and go that I survived. 

“Virtually nothing has been done to 
improve safety in the road in question. The 
whole of Kent’s road signs and speed 
restrictions should be reviewed by people 
who understand.”

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Indefinite detention in the dock 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to bring 
an end to the indefinite detention 
of illegal migrants are to speak out 
about the plight of detainees. 

Charities, law experts and a former inmate 
will voice their concerns as part of a national 
campaign at the University of Kent next week. 

The Bishop of Dover, the Rt Rev Trevor 
Willmott, will join representatives from the 
Dover Detainee Visitor Group, the London 
Detainee Support Group (LDSG), Kent 
Refugee Help, and the Kent Law Clinic on the 
discussion panel. The Detained Lives cam-

paign, led by the LDSG, aims to scrap the 
indefinite detention of detainees held in immi¬ 
gration centres across the UK. 

Dover Immigration Removal Centre is one of 
a number of centres in England keeping male 
asylum seekers locked up - costing the taxpay¬ 
er more than £68,000 a year per immigrant - 
without letting them know how long for. 

On a visit to Dover, Bishop Willmott said: 
“We are all children of God and it is essential 


we treat all people with justice and dignity 
and that we look beyond the label of detainee.” 

Campaigners argue that Government rou¬ 
tinely holds asylum seekers and migrants for 
years in detention centres, but holds terror 
suspects in custody for just 28 days. They 
called it a “hidden abuse of civil liberties”. 

Jerome Phelps, director of the LDSG, said: 
“Indefinite detainees are trapped in a bureau¬ 
cratic nightmare without end, unable to be 
released or deported. 

“The UK is one of a very few countries in 
Europe that persists in detaining people with 
no time limit, despite the evidence that it does 


not work. Indefinite detention is futile, expen¬ 
sive and immensely damaging, so we are cam¬ 
paigning to end this unacceptable practice.” 

Dover Immigration Removal Centre, a 
prison-run service, has room for 314 male 
detainees aged over 18. 

Vebi Kosumi, director of the Dover Detainee 
Visitor Group, said there needed to be a time 
limit in place for how long they could be held. 

Currently, they can be detained for as long 
as it takes to decide upon their future, whether 
it is returning them to their home country or 
sending them to relatives in the UK who can 
support them financially. 

“I think it is a reasonable request to allow 
detainees to know how long they are going to 
be kept at the centre for,” said Mr Kosumi. 
‘What we would like to see is the Government 
not only putting an end to child detention, but 
also giving adult detainees a time limit.” 

Blamed 

Immigration minister and Ashford Tory MP 
Damien Green told KoS last month he had set 
up an asylum improvement project to try to 
reduce the amount of time illegal immigrants 
were locked up. 

He blamed indeterminate detention on the 
time it took to get cases and reviews heard. 

A recent report by the LDSG - No Return, 
No Release, No Reason - found two-thirds of 
migrants held in detention centres are never 
deported.

Rare bat found by rainforest researchers 


RESEARCHERS from the University of Kent 
have discovered a rare bat in a tiny frag¬ 
ment of rainforest. 

It is the first record of the Ridley’s leaf¬ 
nosed bat in Sumatra, an island in western 
Indonesia. 

The discovery of the species in woodland 
surrounded by an oil palm plantation is 
proof that even the smallest area of rainfor¬ 
est is worth saving, said the University of 
Kent research team. 

Staff from the university’s Durrell Institute 
of Conservation and Ecology (DICE) along 
with those from Queen Mary University of 
London and the Zoological Society of 
London, discovered the Ridley’s leaf-nosed 
bat in a 300 hectare fragment of forest dur¬ 
ing a biodiversity survey in west Sumatra. 

And it wasn’t just the strange-looking bat 
that was discovered. The team also spotted 
sunbears, tapirs, agile gibbons and banded 


langurs - all of which are also endangered. 

Survey leader Dr Matthew Struebig said: 
“The findings of our survey suggest a net¬ 
work of forest fragments may be appropri¬ 
ate for some species of high conservation 
concern. 

“We need to continue to support the busi¬ 
ness community to find ways in which 
threatened wildlife can persist in these 
managed areas over the long-term.” 

Palm oil producers have to identify areas 
they can conserve in order to start logging. 
The scheme is called the Roundtable on 
Sustainable Palm Oil. 

Members have to identify high conserva¬ 
tion areas within their concession that 
could be affected, then implement meas¬ 
ures to maintain and enhance these areas, 
said the research team. That has happened 
to the parcel of land in Sumatra which led to 
these wildlife discoveries.

Vomit bug ban 

PEOPLE with Norovirus symptoms have been 
urged to stay away from hospitals to prevent 
the spread of the winter-vomiting bug. 

Dr Sara Mumford, director of infection pre¬ 
vention and control at Maidstone and Tun¬ 
bridge Wells NHS Trust, said the next few 
months marked the period when the unpleas¬ 
ant bug becomes particularly common. 

“It causes an unpleasant but generally 
short-lived illness from which people will usu¬ 
ally recover without treatment. As well as 
vomiting and diarrhoea, some people may 
have a raised temperature, headaches and 
aching limbs,” she said. “If you have symptoms 
do not visit loved ones in hospital or nursing 
homes until you have been free of symptoms 
for at least 72 hours. 

“Norovirus is a particular problem for hospi¬ 
tals because we are looking after already 
unwell people who may have reduced immuni¬ 
ty and are susceptible to infection.” 

Norovirus is the most frequent cause of 
infectious gastroenteritis and affects around 
one million people in the UK every year. 

She added: “If the illness persists for more 
than a few days, contact your family doctor by 
phone or take advice from NHS Direct.”

Dartford MP Gareth Johnson said he 
agreed with Mr Cameron’s answer to his 
query during Prime Minister’s Questions last 
week, when he said it made him “physically 
ill” to contemplate giving prisoners the vote. 

Mr Johnson said: “It is wrong for murder¬ 
ers to be able to vote. When somebody steps 
outside of the law and commits an offence 
which leads to imprisonment, then that 
person has given up their right to help run 
the state. Britain should decide on whether 
or not British prisoners should be able to 
vote, not the European Court of Human 
Rights. It is perhaps now time for Britain to 
reconsider its membership of the court.”

Kent is home to a number of prisons 
which house high-risk offenders, including 
the Category B Swaleside that is part of a 
three-prison cluster on the Isle of Sheppey. 

Had the 1,834 inmates the three jails house 
been allowed to vote in the 2005 General 
Election - which former Labour MP Derek 
Wyatt won by just 74 - then they could have 
heavily influenced the final result. 

Even so, the man who lost to out to Mr 
Wyatt that day - the constituency’s current 
Tory MP Gordon Henderson - says he too is 
opposed to prisoners being allowed to vote 
unless they are awaiting trial on remand. 

Ministers are now examining ways that 
limits could be placed on which inmates can 
vote, such as continuing the ban for ‘lifers’. 

It is also believed judges may be given 
responsibility for eventually deciding which 
criminals are allowed to vote when they are 
sentenced. 

Details are still being worked out by the 
Government, but it is expected some prison¬ 
ers will vote in the constituency of their 
home address, but those without a fixed 
home may vote in the constituency where 
the jail is sited. 

Bank protection 

MAIDSTONE’S newest listed building is 
also its youngest. 

The former Barclays Bank in Middle Row, 
- now known as Sunley House - has been 
given Grade-II listing by English Heritage. 

It was designed in the late 1950s by Sir 
William Holford, an architect and planner 
described in one obituary as “the father of 
town planning as practiced today”. 

English Heritage call the building “a bold 
piece of modem architectural design which 
employs a variety of materials and sculp¬ 
tural decoration to create a rich composi¬ 
tion of colour, pattern and surface texture”.

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New kid on the 
healthcare block’s 
prevention agenda

A COMMUNITY care service has 
become one of just eight in the 
country to break away from its 
primary care trust, in a move sig¬ 
nalling the emergence of a new 
type of healthcare provider. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent Community 
Services, which serves 740,000 people in the 
county, was selected by the Department of 
Health from 150 PCTs to become a trust in 
its own right. 

It means more freedom in shaping servic¬ 
es, such as nursing in people’s own homes, 
minor-injury units, cardiac treatment and 
intermediate care, and the possibility of 
increased funding. 

Previously, the community care services 
were run through NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent, the commissioning PCT for the area. 

The new organisation will now control its 
own services as part of a move by 
Government to increase access to care and 
treatment in the community. 

Philip Greenhill, interim chief executive of 
the new trust, said it will help clinicians, dis¬ 


trict nurses and GPs support people outside 
of acute hospital services. 

“A strong community service not only 
means helping people once they leave hospi¬ 
tal, but also reduces inappropriate hospital 
admissions,” he said. “We can also help delay 
admissions into care homes for older people 
by providing help at home. 

“Preventative measures are a strong part 
of what our services are about, through pro¬ 
moting health and well-being, and as a trust 
we can now work even more closely with our 
local community and GPs.” 

Mr Greenhill said he believes support from 
GPs could be vital in improvement of services. 

“GPs have a very close relationship with 
community services and they will support 
this move,” he said. “Through this support we 
could potentially receive more funding.” 

Mr Greenhill said the organisation was select¬ 
ed to become a trust after staff proved they 
were capable of being a strong organisation 
with the ability to deliver services effectively. 

Around 3,500 staff, made up of community 
nurses, physiotherapists, dieticians and other 
healthcare professionals, work for the organ¬ 
isation, which helps 150,000 people a year. 

Services are funded mainly by NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent and provided in 
people’s own homes, in nursing homes, 
health clinics, community hospitals, minor 
injury units and walk-in centres.

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Passing on the story [ 
of Unknown Warrior 



NINETY years ago this 
week, the body of an 
unidentified British sol¬ 
dier was brought home 
to England as a symbol 
of the unknown dead 
found on World War One 
battlefields, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

Crowds lined the 
streets of Dover to pay 
homage to the Un¬ 
known Warrior as his 
coffin was brought to 
shore from France, before 
being taken to its final resting 
place at Westminster Abbey. 

It became the focus of national 
grief, serving as a reminder of all 
the soldiers who had sacrificed 
their lives and for the families 
who had no grave to visit. 

To commemorate the 90th 
anniversary of the homecoming, 
the Dover War Memorial Project 
(DWMP) launched a new ven¬ 
ture to teach youngsters the sig¬ 
nificance of the Unknown War¬ 
rior during Remembrance week. 

A grant of £28,000 was 
secured through the Heritage 
Lottery Fund for the education¬ 
al project, along with other 
DWMP work and a number of 
initiatives were held at schools, 
and Scouts and Brownie groups. 

Significant 

Marilyn Stephenson-Knight, 
co-founder of the DWMP, said 
the grant would help continue 
the work of teaching newer gen¬ 
erations about the major events 
in history and the significance of 
Remembrance. 

“One of our aims is to ensure 
our new generations understand 
the significance of remembrance 
and the lives and sacrifices of 
their forebearers,” she said. 

“We are delighted to receive 
this grant enabling us to help 
young people learn the meaning 
of the Unknown Warrior as we 
commemorate the 90th anniver¬ 
sary of his return to Britain on 
November 10,1920.” 

Activities in schools in Dover, 
Chatham and London saw chil¬ 
dren handling original artefacts 
and researching the lives of those 
who died in the two world wars. 

Scouts and Brownies designed 
stained-glass windows with a 
professional artist and a musical 
performance was put on in 


Dover at St Martin’s School. 

Trips to Westminster Abbey to 
visit the grave of the Unknown 
Warrior were held and young¬ 
sters laid tributes in the Field of 
Remembrance before watching 
a play, The Mothers of Britain, 
about two women travelling to 
the funeral of the sol¬ 
dier, both believing 
him to be their son. 
The grant is also 
being used to create 
educational resources for 
seven to 11-year-olds. 

Ms Stephenson-Knight 
added: “The Unknown War¬ 
rior project follows on from 
the Walter Tull and Not Forgot¬ 
ten projects in 2008 and 2009. 

“It’s superb to be working 
again with our partners the City 
of Westminster Archives and 
Westminster Abbey and to wel¬ 
come new partners the Royal 
Artillery (Firepower) Museum 
in Woolwich, Medway Archives 
along with Chelsea Football Club.” 

Children involved in the 
DWMP, which is run by volun¬ 
teers, studied the history of six 
soldiers with no known graves - 
any one of whom could have 
become the Unknown Warrior. 

In November 1920, Brigadier 
General LJ Wyatt, a general offi¬ 
cer commanding British troops 
in France and Flanders, stood 
before the bodies of unidentified 
soldiers in a chapel in Ypres. He 
was to choose a soldier to 
become the symbol of the 
unknown dead. 

It followed an idea by Rev 
David Railton, who, while serv¬ 
ing as an Army chaplain, saw a 
grave marked by a rough cross 
with the pencil-written words 
An Unknown British Soldier’. 

General Wyatt closed his eyes 
and touched the Union Jack flag 
on one of the bodies, selecting 
the Unknown Warrior, who was 
placed inside a coffin and sealed. 

It was brought across the 
Channel in a Royal Navy 
destroyer, which was met half 
way by six others with their 
flags at half-mast - an honour 
usually reserved for the King. 

On November 11 at 11am the 
coffin was carried into West¬ 
minster Abbey to a congregation 
of 1,000 people made up of recip¬ 
ients of the Victoria Cross and 
grieving families. 

In just five days more than a 
million people paid their 
respects at the grave.

PORT of Dover chief executive 
Bob Goldfield has fired a fresh 
salvo over privatisation plans 
that have sparked such a row 
with the community, ferry opera¬ 
tors and port staff. 

He also rejected suggestions that he and 
his managers were pushing the sale so that 
they could walk away with a multi-million 
pound jackpot: “Chance would be a fine 
thing,” he said, adding that no member of

they would be unable to unlock that value 
for three years. 

Scathing 

He reiterated: “There are no millions here.” 

Far from turning his back on the port after 
sale, he also wanted to expand the business, 
create more jobs and acquire other locations. 

He was also scathing about the rival People’s 
Port scheme to hive off the harbour into the 
hands of the local community, as championed 
by local Conservative MP Charlie Elphicke 
and backed by Dame Vera Lynn. 

“It’s not deliverable,” said Mr Golding. 
“There is no understanding of what deliver¬ 
ing [the future] Terminal 2 means - the

pie of Dover’ just doesn’t make sense.” 

In contrast, he said, his team’s proposals 
would deliver a shareholding to a communi¬ 
ty trust fund for regeneration in the coastal 
town - one of the most depressed areas in 
Kent: “The Government hasn’t got the 
money for it and the people of Dover have 
waited long enough.” 

He also denied that, with the UK econo¬ 
my still flat and ferry companies battling a 
tough market, a sell-off was poorly timed, 
saying: “There is a lot of good money out 
there, looking for a home, and there are not 
many attractive investment opportunities 
that are secure, that actually have a lot of 
opportunity for adding value over a period 
of time.” 

And though there had been a well-publi¬ 
cised breakdown in relations with the ferry 
firms over port tariffs, he insisted both sides 
were still talking. 

But he called on the ferries and arch-rival, 
the Channel Tunnel, to get real on pricing; 
current marketing of a £30 crossing for a car 
and four people was simply uneconomic he 
said, adding: “They must decide what kind of 
pricing they need and decide how to run 
their businesses and make a profit.” 

He was also unrepentant about holding 
£60 million of the ferry lines’ cash as funding 
towards £85 million of new infrastructure 
they needed. 

When asked whether the management 
had communicated its plans well though, he 
admitted: “Not effectively, not to the commu¬ 
nity anyway To the business community - 
yes. They understand the issues and neither 
are they taken in by, shall we say, political 
rhetoric rather than hard facts.”

understanding of the capital plan for the 
next five years. 

“The People’s Port proposal seems to 
make lots and lots of promises to lots of 
people [for instance] ‘There will be lots of 
investment in Dover.’ Well the Port of 
Dover is not a regeneration agency.

High Speed 1 
sale could put 
privatisation 
on fast track 


THE higher-than-expected sale price of 
the Channel Tunnel Rail Link has sparked 
rumours the Government will speed up the 
privatisation of Dover port, writes Steve 
Knight 

Last week a consortium of two Canadian 
pension funds agreed to purchase the High 
Speed 1 network for £2.1 billion - far higher 
than the £1.5bn originally expected - which 
Transport Secretary Philip Hammond says 
shows a “big vote of confidence in UK pic”. 

The Government is now expected to press 
ahead quickly with sales of other publicly- 
owned assets, with the Port of Dover thought 
to be one of the front-runners. 

However, the Dartford crossing - mooted 
by the previous Labour government as a 
potential asset for sale - will remain under 
public ownership. 

Mr Hammond said of the HS1 sale: “This 
is great news for taxpayers and rail passen¬ 
gers alike. It is a big vote of confidence in UK 
pic and a big vote in market confidence in 
the future of high speed rail. 

“It also shows the decisive action this 
Government has taken to reduce the deficit 
is already paying dividends and that 
investors believe once again that Britain is 
open for business.” 

The Canadian consortium, which consists 
of Borealis Infrastructure and the Ontario 
Teachers’ Pension Plan, beat off competi¬ 
tion from a number of other bidders includ¬ 
ing Channel Tunnel operator Eurotunnel. 

It will run the 68-mile line for the next 30 
years and will also take responsibility for the 
high-speed stations at Ashford and 
Ebbsfleet. 

The auction process was managed for the 
Government by the state-owned London 
and Continental Railways, which has run the 
network thus far. 

Chief executive Mark Bayley said: “I am 
very proud to have been associated with the 
business and its excellent management, 
and believe we have achieved an extremely 
good price for HS1 through a very competi¬ 
tive process.”

STILL THE PICK OF ENGLAND 


Recent stories relating to Kent’s demise as the Garden of England are actually 
wide of the mark as PAT CRAWFORD, of Hadlow College, is keen to point out 

C HALLENGES to Kent’s 
status as the Garden of 
England are nothing new. In 
2006, a TV poll gave the title 
to North Yorkshire as 'the 
most beautiful county’. Well - no-one 
would deny the beauty of Yorkshire, 
but 'garden’ of England? Never. 

The title isn’t simply based on ‘beauty’ - it is 
directly related to what we grow and the food we 
produce. And the latest threat to the title is 
pertinent because it relates to a recent 
report stating that Kent is in danger of 
losing its orchards. 

In fact, the situation is rather 
bright and optimism is actually 
running high among the county’s 
top fruit (apples, pears and other 
fruit that grows on trees) growers. 

Charles Tassell, current county 
chairman of the National Farmers’ 

Union and a fruit grower himself, 
takes a very positive view. 

“Apple growing has become one of 
the most capital intensive sectors 
within farming in the UK,” he said. 

“Farmers are making investments that 
represent many times the value of the land 
and as a result orchards are now producing yields 
and quality way beyond even the dreams of the 
last generation.” 

The latest statistics available from Defra place 
Kent ahead of the other English counties in 
relation to the quantities of apples produced. 

Asked for his opinion, Adrian Barlow, vice-pres¬ 
ident of the Fresh Produce Consortium Council, 
referred to the decline in UK apple production 
during the final quarter of the last century 
“In the last seven years, there has been a remark¬ 
able transformation. Huge investments have been 
made in new orchards. Production is increasing 
and the planting of new orchards has been accom¬ 
panied by multi-million pound investments in 
new packhouses and storage facilities,” he said. 

Dr Theresa Huxley, fruit specialist for super¬ 
market chain Sainsbury’s, adds a further upbeat 
comment. 



“We know customer preference is for UK-grown 
apples and pears during the British season and 
we really value our British growers,” she said. 

“For this reason, we have invested considerable 
time in working closely with both the growers and 
leading research institutes such as East Mailing. 

“We are determined to ensure that we have 
availability of good quality British fruit, both 
today and in the future.” 

On the basis that ‘any publicity is good publici¬ 
ty’, the latest challenge to our Garden of England 
status is actually doing the county’s fruit growers 
a favour. It is drawing attention to the resur¬ 
gence of apple growing while also focusing 
attention on the important contribution 
orchards make to our scenery. 

Most of the Kent countryside is a 
managed environment - managed by 
farmers. Thus it stands to reason the 
more regional produce we put on 
out plates, the more we safeguard 
one of our most valuable assets - 
the title Garden of England and 
everything implicit within it. 

Mark Lumsdon-Taylor, Hadlow 
College’s finance director, adds a 
further point, one that has particular 
relevance during the current economic 
climate. 

“Some 85 per cent of our county is desig¬ 
nated ‘rural’. In order to keep it that way, we 
need to support our farmers and growers. Doing 
so will help to generate employment within the 
rural sector and produce notable benefits for the 
county’s economy as a whole.” 

And in this connection we should also consider 
the importance of tourism to the economy in 
terms of the total income we derive and the num¬ 
bers of people employed in the industry. 

There is no doubt the Garden of England status 
attracts visitors to the county, but perhaps we 
need to do more about rounding the circle up even 
further? 

We can do this by making visitors aware of what 
we grow and encouraging them to choose hotels 
and restaurants whose menus focus on regionally 
sourced ingredients. 

We should be selling ‘the Kent experience’ so 
that they all return home with baskets - or car 
boots - hill of wonderful county-grown produce.

Action needed 
on speed issue 

If Ashford is any example, then 
KCC seem to be extraordinarily 
reluctant to introduce 20mph or 
speed-calming measures, anywhere; 
and not just outside schools. 

I know from personal experience 
what it is like, as a pedestrian, to be 
hit by a car. 

Some years ago when I was 
walking in a 30mph (residential 
zone, a route to school) I was hit by 
a car and knocked 25 metres - it 
was touch and go if I survived. 

Since then virtually nothing has 
been done to improve safety in the 
road in question. 

Kent Highways’ ideas for speed 
restriction seem to be limited to at 
least lOmph higher than they 
should be. Apart from some loca¬ 


tions where there have been high 
enough crash statistics for them to 
justify installing a safety camera, 
there seem to little logic as to where 
speed restrictions are applied. 

Thousands of miles of narrow, 
undulating, rural roads go unre¬ 
stricted. Safety and speed on rural 
roads and outside schools should be 
reviewed urgently. 

Most rural roads do not have 
pavements or separate ways for 
cyclists which means they have no 
alternative but to use the road and 
be exposed to considerable danger. 

This automatically classifies that 
road as ‘shared-space’. 

All vehicles using shared-space 
should be restricted to a maximum 
of 20mph. Casualties to pedestrians 
and cyclists in such situations are 
much higher than in a number of 
other countries for this reason. 

Locally, every year or so, vehicle 
speed is checked by highway 
consultants on at least two A roads 
in the Ashford area, but although 
vehicles are known to travel at 
50mph (residents will cite higher 
speeds) through residential areas, 
little or no notice of local concerns 
seems to be taken. 

The whole Kent road signage 


and speed restriction system 
should be reviewed by people who 
understand what needs to be done.

Time to chop 
woodland sale 

Kent Green Party is very concerned 
by reports that forests in the UK 
may be sold off by the Government. 

The UK is already distinguished 
by having far less woodland and 
forest cover than many other 
neighbouring European states. 

My main objection to selling off 
forests is the fact this will likely 
lead to further habitat fragmenta¬ 
tion, ie’ species get trapped in small¬ 
er and smaller islands of 
vegetation. This inevitably leads 
to their extinction in the smaller 
fragments. 

Kent Green Party has already 
resisted attempts to remove a quar¬ 
ter of Lyminge Forest for a ‘holiday 
village’. We fear that selling off 
forests will lead to development 


proposals for leisure and housing. 

Kent has a substantial area of 
woodland in the green belt near 
London. It has about 45.217 hectares 
of broadleaved, mixed and yew 
woodland and a further 3813 
hectares of coniferous forest. 

We note the Government has 
rushed to calm down opposition to 
the sell-off, by offering ‘consultation’. 

However, we also note the 
Government seems intent on selling 
nature reserves and that 25 leading 
conservation organisations have 
already condemned this policy. 

There are even suggestions the 
Government is trying to ‘dump’ 
nature reserves on these groups 
without funding. 

Kent Green Party believes that 
protecting and improving forests, 
including realising the potential of 
fast-growing tree species for energy 
and creating low-impact tourism 
schemes, will need Government 
support. We call upon everyone who 
values their local environment to 
write to their MPs condemning 
these coalition policies.

RATHER like the Spanish 
fortress that supplied its name, 
the Seat Alhambra has been a 
long-standing fixture in the peo¬ 
ple carrier sector. 

But after 14 years the Spanish marque 
has retired the old-stager in favour of an all- 
new Mark II produced in partnership with 
its parent, Volkswagen, whose own version 
becomes the second generation Sharan. 

What is not new is how the two brands 
will market what is essentially the same 
car; the VW will occupy the higher ground 
while the Alhambra can be expected to 
offer better value 

The Seat’s prices start at £22,330, which 
looks attractive for a proper seven-seater - 
as before - with the added convenience of 
sliding rear doors and five rear seats 
that fold flat into the floor rather than hav¬ 
ing to be removed and stashed somewhere 


should you wish your Alhambra to morph 
into a van. 

With seats in place though, access to the 
rearmost pair is made easy by those sliding 
doors and easy-entry slide-and-tilt second 
row seats. 

And although it is the biggest ever Seat - 
it measures 4.8 metres - it is a classy look¬ 
ing big brother to Seat’s sporty Altea MPV 
line-up. 


The styling is helped by the trademark 
Seat Arrow’ nose, which delivers good aero¬ 
dynamics for a car that is essentially a peo¬ 
ple-carrying box. 

Seat believes it has catered well for full 
occupancy through a profusion of cuphold- 
ers, tray tables, cubbies and pockets to eas¬ 
ily swallow the detritus that goes along 
with family outings. 

And there is a typical array of VW group 


engines, including two 2.0-litre turbod¬ 
iesels of 140 PS (138bhp) or 170 (168bhp) 
compliant with the latest Euro-V emissions 
legislation. 

For petrol diehards though there is a live¬ 
ly 150PS (148bhp) turbocharged 1.4-litre 
and all three engines come with a six-speed 
gearbox or can be specc’d with the VW fam¬ 
ily’s excellent and flexible six-speed DSG 
(Direct Shift Gearbox) that can be used as a 
manual or auto with no penalty on economy. 

The whole range also benefits from some 
of Seat’s eco-minded technologies including 
Stop/Start and Brake Energy Recovery - 
and have the Ecomotive badges to prove it. 

However, the 140PS diesel takes the 
environmental honours and earns the pres¬ 
tigious E Ecomotive title for the lowest 
emissions of the range and an average 
around 50mpg. 

All Alhambras come with the following as 
standard: triple-zone climate control, park¬ 
ing sensors front and rear, electronic hand¬ 
brake, Bluetooth hands-free phone connec¬ 
tion, 16-inch alloys, stop/start and energy 
recovery (battery charging from braking).

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Mazda2 gets more Zoom-Zoom too 



IF THE Mazda2 had a flaw it was 
that it still didn’t look as sharp as 
it was to drive. 

But that’s all changed with a facelift which 
lives up to the word - it now fits the brand’s 
Zoom-Zoom image far better. 

We probably cut it some slack when this sec¬ 
ond generation ‘2’ came out in 2007, because it 
was such a dramatic change from its practical, 
but rather dull-looking predecessor. 

However, the understated front end was a 
bit of a let down for a car that had plenty of zip 
in the driving and power department, largely 
thanks to Mazda’s eco-friendly drive to save 
weight which made the newcomer a whole 100 
kilos lighter than the old car while still allow¬ 
ing it to score a maximum five stars in the 
NCAP safety test. 

Mazda, which has its UK HQ at Dartford, 
says the revised car is even sportier, as well as 
more comfortable and greener, with cleaner 
emissions - all of the engines meet demanding 
new Euro V regulations. 

Both three and five-door body designs are 
retained, but now have the new lower and 
larger grille that is Mazda’s new family face. 

This is a far better complement than before 
to the original sculpted bonnet, sides and tail 
that the designer claims were finalised during 
walks around Milan during a business trip - 
strong UK and European sales testify to the 
wisdom of his constitutionals in the Italian 
city of style. 

In the current fashion Mazda has also offered 
buyers the chance to customise their cars with 


a sports pack - side and rear roof spoilers. 

On a practical note, the slightly firmish sus¬ 
pension has been fettled to deliver greater ride 
comfort and especially over those big expan¬ 
sion cracks on concrete surfaces, though 
Mazda insists this has not compromised the 


little car’s impressive driving characteristics. 

Diesel and petrol options remain, though I 
think supermini buyers need to weigh - literal¬ 
ly - whether they want a great lump of a diesel 
at the front end of such a nimble little car. 

Personally, I would opt for one of the 1.3-litre 


petrol units (from £9,995) - 74 or 83bhp - 
rather than the 94bhp 1.6-litre sporting diesel 
(£14,455) and save some money upfront, too. 

You might also question whether you want 
to pay extra for the lOlbhp 1.5-litre petrol unit 
(from £12,630).

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Mowin’ in the Wind 



Sunny Coupe - another car that looked as 
though the back half had been flattened by an 
elephant. 

I was told many times too that blokes should 
only drive such a feminine car in disguise, 
though heavy shades donned as part of that dis¬ 
guise could persuade you the Wind pays tribute 
to the 60/70s Lotus Europa that, coincidental¬ 
ly, mostly featured Renault engines. 

The whimsy is quickly shattered though; a 
pity because we now come to the bit where the 
Wind does live up to the intended interpreta¬ 
tion of its name and you simply enjoy the drive. 

The car is a spin-off from Renault’s Twingo 
baby hatchback, styled and tweaked up by the 


French marque’s Renaultsport tuning arm. 

Engine choice is the Twingo’s mad little 
99bhp turbocharged 1.2-litre or the 133bhp 
1.6-litre unblown unit of our test car. The lat¬ 
ter is marginally faster, taking 9.2 seconds to 
reach 62mph but, having tested the other unit 
in the Twingo itself, I would argue there isn’t 
much in it and most buyers will save their 
cash and go for the turbo. 

What comes as standard either way is the 
Wind’s on-road poise and point-and-shoot abil¬ 
ity, although this is a car that will be bought 
for posing, despite the good work done on the 
driving experience. 

The steering is direct and the front-driven 


chassis tenacious. Coupled with an engine 
that can be and asks to be revved hard, I 
enjoyed a terrific - and deserted - favourite 
top-down route across Romney Marsh on an 
autumnal sunny day. 

The engine roared its head off, of course, but 
the real surprise was how well the sporty 
chassis handles the bumps and thumps of 
roads still scarred by the winter of 2009-10. 

And there are further elements of practical¬ 
ity; even with the roof folded, the boot is large 
for this class of car and I can almost imagine 
Renault sticking batteries in the back for a 
future electric Wind - would anyone bet 
against wind turbines being in the ads? 

The cabin is fairly short of stowage though, 
with minimal door pockets, so the driver must 
stash her handbag behind one of the seats if 
she is carrying a passenger. 

And she won’t like the exterior door handles 
either; I have it on good authority that these 
will play merry hell with the manicure. 

Our flagship Collection model had the 
leather and heated seats pack (£950) and 
sporty touches such as the alloy pedals, 
leather-clad wheel and gearshift, and a red 
visor crowning the clocks and gauges in the 
binnacle. 

The quality of the cabin materials generally 
though is average for a car priced from 
£15,500, which is too close to the street cred 
and extra two seats of the BMW Mini 
Convertible and the classic two-seater style of 
the Mazda MX-5 - a proper grown-up roadster, 
which also has the option of a folding hardtop. 

Yes, the Wind is an enigma - just like that 
Dylan line about the answer blowin’ in it.

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Seize cuts opportunity, 
Howard tells our show

FORMER Conservative leader Lord 
Howard says Kent’s businesses and 
would-be entrepreneurs have been 
given a golden opportunity by the 
axing of half a million UK public sec¬ 
tor jobs, writes Steve Loader. 

He told the inaugural Archant KOS Media 
Business Week Live show the cuts, announced at 
last month’s comprehensive spending review 
(CSR), would see much of the lost work and jobs 
switching to the private sector through outsourc¬ 
ing from both central and local government. 

He told delegates: “We are already seeing 
remarkable decisions taken by some local 
authorities who have, in effect, said, ‘we’re going 
to decide what should be done and we’re going to 
finance what should be done, but we’re not actu¬ 
ally going to do it ourselves - we’re going to look 
at people who can do it more efficiently’. 

“We are going to find that an increasing trend 
and, therefore, something which will enable you 
[in business] to do things you haven’t been able 
to do before.” 

The one-time MP for Folkestone and Hythe, 
who stood down this year and now sits in the 
Lords as Baron Howard of Lympne, compli¬ 
mented organisers on the timing of the event at 
the County Showground, near Maidstone, exact¬ 
ly three weeks after the CSR and as firms 
planned for 2011. He knew many firms will have 
held back on crucial decisions until they knew 
the outcome of CSR, but added: “As you know 
only too well, every challenge presents an oppor¬ 
tunity and you will have been working out how 
you can make the most of those opportunities. 


“You don’t need me to tell you we live in diffi¬ 
cult times, that the challenges are enormous 
and that, to some extent, we are moving into 
uncharted territory because it’s a long time 
since a Government had to take decisions as 
tough as those announced in the CSR. But all 
these challenges do represent opportunities and 
this event is designed to enable you to see how 
best you can translate those opportunities into 
success for your business.” 

Conference presenter Julie Maddocks then 
asked Lord Howard about Prime Minister 
David Cameron’s Big Society vision, which some 
have dismissed as PR and spin. 

“It’s certainly not,” he responded. “It’s a recog¬ 
nition of the extremely important role organisa¬ 
tions and people outside government can play in 


delivering the kind of society we want to live in. 

“There are so many examples of that. Just the 
day before yesterday I was visiting one of the 
hospices in east Kent. The Prime Minister him¬ 
self has said hospices are one of the real mani¬ 
festations of what he means by his Big Society 
and is an area where we lead the world, and we 
do that on a basis where government really 
plays a pretty small part - contributing on aver¬ 
age 32 per cent of funding for hospices. 

“The rest comes from local charitable sources 
and an enormous number of volunteers who 
work in hospices. That’s the kind of thing that 
David Cameron means by the Big Society and it 
does provide opportunities that maybe business 
hasn’t had before or has been unable to take 
advantage of.” 


‘Pro p er pricing must p revail at p ort’ 


CROSS-Channel operators must “get real” on 
pricing soon, says Port of Dover chief executive 
Bob Goldfield (pictured). 

He was responding to sugges¬ 
tions that, with ferry companies 
struggling and Dover-Calais 
business depressed, it was not a 
good time for the port to seek 
government permission to priva¬ 
tise in order to borrow cash for 
an expansion that may not be 
needed for some time. 

But he argued it was “exactly 
the right time” to start getting the infrastructure in 
place that ferry lines had been asking for - expan¬ 
sion of current berthing and the all-new Terminal 
2 - and as the ferries and the rival Channel Tunnel 
faced up to the reality of pricing. 

Mr Goldfield said: “You get this situation where 
a car and four people are being carried across the 
Channel - either under or over it - for less than 
£30. That’s uneconomic pricing and has been 
going on for quite a time.” 

In a swipe at the ‘get rich quick’ private equity 
firms that prospered during the UK boom and 
were now sweating on highly-leveraged invest¬ 


ments, Mr Goldfield was also convinced that 
quality investors could be found instead for the 
port and its long term strategy: “What we are 
looking for is people with a long-term view, good 
stable money - the likes of pension funds and 
very good infrastructure funds that are prepared 
to be in for the long term. 

“We know this business will continue to grow. 
As we get further out of recession that growth will 
continue at a high rate and we’ve got to be able 
to build the infrastructure when it’s needed. 

“That is the crucial problem. At the moment we 
are looking at spending £300-400 million in the 
next 15 years compared with the £120m we have 
spent in the last 10. 

“And we can’t borrow money-the Government 
won’t allow us to.” 

He was also irritated by arguments that the port 
- seen as a symbolic as well as valuable national 
asset - could be bought by foreign money. 

“I don’t understand that phrase, ‘foreign 
money’,” he said. “Money doesn't have a nation¬ 
ality and it hasn't had a nationality for the past 20 
to 30 years, since the big bang in the City. 

“People sit at home saying this is not a very 
good idea, while taking electricity from a French 


company, gas from a French company, water 
from a foreign company, they go on holiday from 
an airport owned by foreign money, they go on a 
ferry owned by a foreign institution. Riddled 
through Britain - quite rightly - there is money 
from all parts of the world and from all kinds of 
institutions and that’s the way finance works.” 

Dismissing allegations that he and his manage¬ 
ment team were set on privatisation to generate 
multi-million-pound windfall payments for them¬ 
selves, Mr Goldfield said they were driven by the 
desire to modernise and expand the business 
along the lines of other sector successes such as 
the Scottish-based Forth Ports and also Peel 
Ports, which has spent 20 years building a wide- 
ranging portfolio of harbours and airports, includ¬ 
ing Medway Ports. 

“They all started out being fairly small enterpris¬ 
es and expanded to become much bigger enter¬ 
prises and much more valuable. We would see 
ourselves doing something similar.”

Cynics 
may say that onfy the most confident firms are going to 
invest time and effort on a trade and networking event at the 
moment. 

Those who are struggling will have hunkered down over 
reduced order books and simply wondered what next year 
will bring. 

But isn't that the point? 

WeVe heard many of our most successful business people 
say that doing business in the Noughties was an easy ride 
and it's when the going gets tough that the tough get going. 

Wondering about 2011 rather than taking positive action is 
not what the tough will be doing. Chances are they will not 
only be pfenning for 2011, but also 2012 and beyond. 

As editor of Business Week, I need to keep my ear to the 
ground and might be expected to pick up on any gloom and 
doom. But I haven’t heard much of that - and when I do it’s 
usually balanced by a good dash of optimism. 

Just as well, because I always worry that while we seem 
to be rubbish at football, we have a vice-like grip on the 
World Cup for whingeing - talking up our deficiencies and 
embracing depression, 

So T if we appear to be losing our grip on that particular 
trophy, I'll be leading the cheers. And 1 hope we raised a 
few cheers for ourselves at Archant KOS Media with 
Business Week Live.

‘Time to slash red tape’ 


JO JAMES, chief executive of the influential 
Kent Tnvicta Chamber of Commerce, has 
called on the Government to slash red tape 
in response to its own call for smaller firms 
to rebuild the UK economy, writes Ed Hill. 

"Red tape affects businesses of all 
sizes,” she said. ‘There are too many 
impediments to business growth and 
development and it would be tedious to 

list them Jill.” 

But she was cautiously optimistic 
about help from the new business-led 
Local Enterprise Partnership created 
by the coalition Government for Kent 
and neighbouring counties Essex and 
East Sussex. 

“If change can present opportunities, 
then I feel that the Kent, Greater Essex 


and East Sussex LEP should be in a position to maximise 
those opportunities,” she said. 

"Provided LEPs operate as conceived, with a major ele¬ 
ment of input from business, then I believe we can look for¬ 
ward to a positive future. A business support situation that, 
is business-led can create great opportunities, Business 
development must be driven by the needs of business.” 

But she added: ’There is no doubt that cutbacks and the 
restructuring of business support, will have wide-ranging 
effects. The running down of regional development agen¬ 
cies and the introduction of LEPs is another crucial aspect 
with currently uncertain outcomes, 

"It is highly likely we are entering a period of significant 
change in business and commerce and we really have little 
idea how it will pan out. That uncertainty is probably what 
constitutes the biggest challenge. How we respond to it is 
something we have to learn oh it unfolds.” 

However, she was adamant that business should dismiss 
any movement to leave the ELL She said: "One of the many 
effects of the changing economy might well be a downturn 
in domestic demand and the EU represents 
a whole new market available to local busi¬ 
ness, which has been slow to exploit that 
potential, 

"Perhaps we have been concentrating too 
much on the market on our doorstep. A 
strong EU represents a strong market oppor¬ 
tunity, and we should all work towards it,” 
And she was also excited by the growth 
potential identified for Ashford, adding: 
“Growth of any kind must be advantageous 
to business. Targeted growth areas work in 
everybody’s favour, because surrounding 
areas are drawn into the increased trading 
Opportunities associated with commercial 
and residential development. 

'There is a caveat, however. Economic 
growth should lie allowed to happen where 
there is a natural demand and facility for it 
"My hope is our new LEP will be able to 
react to a growth pattern business identifies

Although that sector is much reduced, 
one company still makes groundbreaking 
products - MJ Allen. 

The family-owned group, established in 
1958, has interests in many sectors of the 
metalworking business including casting, 
machining, sheet metal and architectural 
work, as well as providing parts for the 
automotive industry. 

Derek Goodger from the company said: 
“We have the last foundry in Kent produc¬ 
ing casting on a large scale.” 

One of the latest products the company 
is successfully selling is an advanced four- 
wheel-drive transmission system that it 
provides for Ford. The clever gizmo is fit¬ 
ted to the company’s standard model 
Transit so it can be used on rough terrain, 
automatically providing drive for each 
wheel when needed. 

Mr Goodger said: “These are very popu¬ 
lar with customers such as utility compa¬ 
nies who use the vehicles for maintenance. 



At the moment we produce 60 of these a 
week for Ford.” 

The company, based at Cobbs Wood 
industrial estate, also makes casings for 
turbochargers supplied to German lorry- 
maker MAN for diesel and marine engines. 

The company also has its Nottingham- 
based National Auto Parts division that 
provides items such as brake discs, pads 
and clutch plates for the car industry. 

At a time when the UK is looking to 
expand its manufacturing sector, MJ Allen 
can still draw on the skills to produce 
advanced engineering products. 

As well as producing parts for the motor 
industry, it also works in the defence sector 
and makes tooling and precision gauges. 
However, Mr Goodger says finding people 
to work in the sector is increasingly diffi¬ 
cult. 

He said: “Government over the years has 
talked about apprenticeships, but they are 
just not there in the same way they used to 
be. People go to university but they need to 
do more to help them get the skills for our 
kind of industry after that.” 

A digital future 

WITH more and more mobile media 
devices being launched on the mar¬ 
ket, such as Apple’s iPad, companies 
that can exploit new technology 
should do well. 

One Ashford-based company at the 
forefront of developing the kind of 



software ideal for these products is 
Pagesuite, which has pioneered many of 
its products through Archant KOS Media 
- publisher of this newspaper. 

Sean Seymour, from Pagesuite, said: 
“These new devices are great for us and 
for media companies. The screens are 
designed with hooks and newspapers in 
mind, so you have the same clarity as if 
the paper was in front of you.” 

The iPad offers all the benefits of the 
internet in a user-friendly mobile device 
with a large screen. 

Pagesuite’s page-turning software, 
which simulates reading a newspaper, is 
ideal for iPad-type devices which are 
also being produced by manufacturers 
such as Samsung. 

Archant KOS Media was one of the first 
companies to develop its own application 
with Pagesuite for the iPad, so the news¬ 
paper group’s stories can be read on 
screen anywhere in the world. 

Mr Seymour said: “Not everyone likes a 


page-turning format, so we also offer 
other options, but I think the page-turn¬ 
ing will be something people will always 
want. It’s what we’ve used since we 
stopped carving things in stone.” 

The technology also creates another 
massive market for advertisers. 

Mr Seymour said: “I like print and I 
think there will always be a demand for 
it. I still buy certain magazines myself, 
but I think in time it will be a bit like 
how vinyl records are now, mainly of 
interest to dedicated users.” 

However, Mr Seymour was less sure 
about whether paywalls such as those 
set up for The Times newspaper website 
would be commercially successful. 

He said: “I think media companies 
should charge for specialist content, but 
they’re saving a lot on distribution costs 
compared with print. Their adverts are 
being seen by more people around the 
world. It surprises me that some compa¬ 
nies charge a premium for their normal 
content. Digital media is not cannibalis¬ 
ing print. It is creating new revenues 
through different ways of distributing 
the content.” 

Toughing it out 

THORLEY Taverns is optimistic about the 
future - looking forward to Christmas this 
year and beyond. 

Based primarily in Thanet, the pub and 
hotel business admitted the market was tough 
but remained positive, according to Mac Towe 
and Chris Dell, manning the firm’s Business 
Week Live show stand. 

Mr Towe said: “Overall, the sector is a tough 
place right now, but we are looking at it posi¬ 
tively. Bookings for Christmas are looking 
good, as they are for 2011.” 

Details of two of the company’s properties, 
Broadstairs Pavilion, and the Fayreness Hotel 
in Kingsgate, were on display and attracted 
plenty of attention from visitors. Mr Dell said: 
“Overall, we are all fighting for business and it

THERE has been huge growth in 
businesses using social networking 
sites such as Facebook, MySpace, 
Bebo and Twitter and that was a 
development explored in depth at 
Business Week Live. 

But experts say many 
companies are not aware of 
how best to reap the bene¬ 
fits of online communica¬ 
tion messaging. Dan 
Maudhub, of Maidstone- 
based Wonderful Creative 
Agency, said there were 
still misconceptions about 
the best way to utilise 
online sites and these were 
addressed and best prac¬ 
tice explained during his 
inspirational talk, which 
was geared to business 
looking to the second 
decade of the 21st century and beyond. 

He was one of the most popular speakers at 


Business Week Live, which attracted experts 
from many fields. Mr Maudhub said: “Business 
can get so much more out of social networking 
sites. It is interesting to look at the value of sites 
such as Facebook and Twitter when it comes to 
business.

“They affect the relationship between a com¬ 
pany and its clients, customer service and the 
two-way conversations which takes place in any 
business relationship.”

Mark 
Regan (pictured right) of the World Clean Air 
Forest Initiative showed how companies can 
sponsor the fight against global warming in 
developing countries. 

“Events like this are important when it 
comes to getting new ideas across,” he 
said. “What we do is provide companies 
with the chance to help the ecology in coun¬ 
tries such as Ethiopia.

■ BUSINESS can score with profile 
and foster the footballers of tomorrow 
according to the Kent County Football 
Association, which used Business Week 
Live to step up its hunt for sponsorship. 

Head of marketing Lucy Majin said: “I 
think quite a few people have been sur¬ 
prised to see us here, but it was a golden 
opportunity to raise our profile with com¬ 
panies across the county who, in turn, may 
also be looking to raise their profile. 

“Football is big in Kent, we have 45,000 
people registered with affiliated teams 
and clubs - that’s on top of all the unoffi¬ 
cial games that take place. 

“Patronage or sponsorship deals start 
from as little as £500 a year and can deliv¬ 
er serious profile as well as the satisfac¬ 
tion of nurturing talent.” 

■ ARCHITECTURE graduate Matt 
Hopkins has transferred those 
skills to the world of design for the 
internet. 

The 23-year-old Smarden man 
began graphic design work for the 
Inter-Collegiate Christian Union and 
the sideline then took over. 

He said: “When I started out I did 
do some advertising on Google but 
since then it has been word of mouth. 

“I suppose everyone would say that 
is the best way to get business, but I 
am getting to the point where you see 
it starting to take off.” 

Asked if there was still enough 
demand for web design in a very 
competitive field, he said: “Things on 
the web get outdated very quickly. 
People are often redesigning ele¬ 
ments of it and there is always new 
technology coming forward. 

“But good design is not just about 
having all the fancy new things - 
sometimes being simple is best.” 


■ GOVERNMENT promises of a 
boom in green jobs are starting 
to bear fruit and one of the benefici¬ 
aries is Recoop in Folkestone. 

Owner Lewis Cooper said: “We pro¬ 
vide solar panels for homes and busi¬ 
nesses. Anyone who generates their 
own electricity can earn money back 
using a feed-in tariff to the national 
grid. 

“Not only will this reduce energy 
bills, it will also help the Government 
meet its C02 targets and councils are 
becoming more accommodating to the 
idea of fitting panels on people’s roofs. 

“The technology is improving all 
the time and we have plenty of incen¬ 
tive from the Government so we aim 
to be the leaders in Kent and south¬ 
east England in providing such sys¬ 
tems. We’re also looking at going into 
thermal heating.” 

■ CREDO Group, a Lydd-based series 
of companies, has seen an increase in 
demand for its services including online 
criminal records bureau checks, a foster¬ 
ing agency and IT management. 

David Burton of crbchecks.co.uk, which 
provides an application and verification 
process for charities and organisations, 
said: “This year we are averaging 175 
checks a month, whereas this time last 
year it was 125. I’m attributing it to a lot 
of people having been made redundant or 
accepting early retirement and taken it 
upon themselves to set up in businesses. 

“These business owners are maybe more 
inclined to make sure they do check the 
people they are employing. 

“We’re predominantly a service country 
now and those services bring us into con¬ 
tact with young people and the vulnerable, 
so by law we need to make sure we are 
doing these checks.” 
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Fields of gold 


FARMLAND has reached its high¬ 
est value after percentage increas¬ 
es that have outstripped the pace 
of rises in gold prices. 

But even at £5,800 a acre after a further 17 
per cent hike over the past year, the influential 
Knight Frank Farmland Index questions 
whether it will now quickly smash through the 
psychologically important £6k barrier. 

Doubt was prompted by a rise of just 0.8 per 
cent in the third quarter of 2010 - seen as a 
sign of caution in the face of the Government’s 
austerity cuts - but Knight Frank’s rural 
expert Andrew Shirley remained optimistic. 

“The fact that farmland prices remain at 
record highs shows how resilient the market is 
and we believe the flattening seen in the past 
three months is a slowdown rather than the 
beginning of any significant decline. 

“Prices are likely to start picking up again 
more quickly after spring 2011 when farmers 
actually begin to see the impact of higher cereal 
prices on the bottom line. Farmers remain the 
most active purchasers, accounting for 52 per 
cent of acquisitions, followed by lifestyle’ buyers 
[27 per cent] and investors [11 per cent].”

and landed estate expert at Warners law prac¬ 
tice in Tonbridge and Sevenoaks, agreed that 
the market was still buoyant. 

He told Business Week: “The appreciation in 
UK farmland has been the biggest of any com¬ 
modity virtually in the world. It’s driven by 
supply and demand and, of course, the quality 
of that land and the location.” 

But he added this must be viewed against a 
20-year histoiy when the industiy suffered 
major setbacks: plummeting prices on produce 
and livestock, early signs of climate change and 
the foot and mouth outbreak of 2001. 

He said recovery could be attributed to the 
EU’s single payment scheme (SPS) brought in 
to give farmers a subsidy for the land they held 
irrespective of whether they produced any¬ 
thing, but avoiding the wasteful over-produc¬ 
tion of the past. Steve Colville said this had 
encouraged farmers to look after and build 
their land banks’, but added: “There’s a lot of 
pressure on them now to produce for home con¬ 
sumption and it’s still a hard life.” 

In his experience - Warners has a long-estab¬ 



lished portfolio of landed clients and added 
new ones as the industry has recovered - the 
buyers and sellers of land in Kent were almost 
exclusively farmers. 

“We are seeing a trend towards bigger farms 
buying out smaller ones,” he said. ‘We are prob¬ 
ably a long way from the 8,000-strong cattle 
‘factory farm’ recently publicised in the USA - 
our typical dairy farm in Kent would be 150 - 
but there’s no doubt the trend is towards bigger 
farms and economies of scale.” 

However, he stressed this did not always 
mean acquisition, since a lot of his work also 
came from farmers renting and leasing to and 
from each other or managing land or leasing it 
out for equestrian use. 


“And many farmers are also diversifying,” he 
said. “They are good business people. They may 
take some convincing sometimes about moving 
away from what they know, but they will put a 
lot of effort in. 

“So we have seen some excellent conversion 
of farm buildings to create office units in loca¬ 
tions where people want to work in a rural 
environment. Kent is a very attractive office re¬ 
location from London, for instance. Other farm¬ 
ers have converted buildings for holiday lets.” 

Meanwhile, other farming fare continues on 
the litigation front - usually handled by Mr 
Colville’s fellow partner Robert Twining - and 
including boundaiy disputes, rights of way and 
straying animals. 


Farm home conversions 
only part of the solution 

GOVERNMENT plans to make it easier for farmers to convert farm 
buildings into houses is only part of the solution to relieve the short¬ 
age of affordable rural housing. 

That is the Country Land and Business Association’s (CLA) view 
of the proposed Home on the Farm scheme. 

“The lack of affordable housing is a serious problem in rural areas, 
particularly in the South East, so it is good the Government is doing 
something,” said CLA regional director Rupert Ashby. 

“But this proposal will not make much difference. Even if a redun¬ 
dant farm building is capable of being converted into a dwelling, it is 
not always suitable for this purpose. 

“Many of the buildings, particularly those on working farms, 
should not be made into homes because the potential occupiers 
would be exposed to livestock and dangerous machinery. 

“The lack of roads, pipes and sewers to the property would make 
conversion prohibitively expensive.” 

Mr Ashby urged ministers to be more radical: “First, there needs to 
be a complete overhaul of the present planning system to encourage 
development of affordable housing rather than prevent it. 

“Second, the person developing the housing needs to have a say in 
who occupies it. Too many local authorities insist that housing asso¬ 
ciations should manage affordable homes. 

“Landowners will always be reluctant to provide land or buildings 
if they have no say in who will live there.” 


Fourayes stores up another award 

FOURAYES Farm in Bicknor scooped 
the Long-term Storage Award for 
Bramleys at this year’s National Fruit 
Show at Detling, Maidstone, for the 
fifth time in 10 years. 

The Kent farm is the sole remaining 
English-owned Bramley apple grower 
and processor. MD Phil Acock said: 
“It’s important to us to maintain high 
standards across everything we do 
and we pride ourselves on the quality 
of our orchards and growing expertise. 

“This award will give our customers 
continued confidence in the quality of 
Bramley apples they can expect from 
Fourayes.” 

Fourayes is a third generation family- 
owned business and has grown 
Bramleys in its orchards for more than 
50 years. The apples are processed on 
site for use in desserts and baked 
goods sold by major retailers. It is the 
largest UK supplier of processed apple 
fillings. 

The farm’s orchards of 40,000 
Bramley apple trees stretch across 31

Peterborough chairman Cyril Palmer 
blamed his club’s fans. “It’s incredible that 
our supporters cold-shouldered the Dover 
tie,” he said. “We normally take thousands 
with us for a cup game, but I don’t think we 
can be expected to make compensation.” 
Dover lost the first round tie, gallantly, 4-1. 


25 YEARS AGO: FLAMBOYANT 
Maidstone United manager Barry 
Fry offered fans their money back 
after his side crashed to a 2-1 defeat at 
home to Tonbridge Angels in the Kent 
Senior Cup. 

Alan Shepherd ran Maidstone’s defence 
ragged and was involved in both of 
Tonbridge’s goals. 

In the 18th-minute Tonbridge went 
ahead when Shepherd played in Neil 
Carolan, who was shoved off the ball by 
Duncan Horton. Nicky Sansom smashed 
the resulting penalty past Derek 
Richardson. 

Shortly after the break it was 2-0 when 
Colin Blewden miscued in the Maidstone 
box, only for the ball to fall to Mark Gilham, 
who finished just inside the post. 

Colin Barnes pulled one back for 
Maidstone, but Fry said he was 
“embarrassed and ashamed” by the 
performance.

DESPITE a strong opening to the 
season which included toppling 
the defending champions last 
weekend, new Canterbury ladies 
coach Nick Clark is keeping his 
feet firmly on the ground. 

The England under-21s coach took over 
at Polo Farm this summer and has 
enjoyed an excellent start.

Pleased

they finished fifth last year and I would be 
happy with anything above that. 

“I think personally I’m pretty pleased, with 
a little bit of regret. We have lost two games 
where we haven’t really turned up, but the 
result at Leicester was a big turning point, we 
hope. No one has beaten them for a long time 
and all our players came off really pleased. 
On the whole we’re in the ball game.” 

Clark’s role in the international set-up 
meant he arrived having already worked 
with several of the squad. 

Susannah Townsend and Jenny Hall 
were in his line-up for the European 
Under-21 Championships this summer, 


while he had also seen younger prospects 
Grace Balsdon, Lucy Hyams and Rebecca 
Weston. 

The latter two are pupils at Kent 
College, where Clark took over as director 
of sport in September, and he has been 


impressed with the talent in the squad. 

He said: “It’s a good group of girls. 
Obviously Mel Clewlow is the senior 
player, but there are a lot of younger players 
who are really keen to do as well as they can 
and have a lot of international ambitions.”

Team 26’s effort at Coniston Water in the 
Lake District looked in doubt as high winds 
and torrential rain closed the course for much 
of last week. Debris washed into the lake 
made conditions treacherous and caused some 
damage to the PI Donzi powerboat’s pro¬ 
pellers. 

A brief window only appeared on the final 
day, allowing the Edenbridge-based team to 
stage an attempt on the record for their class, 
which stood at just under 90 miles per hour. 

Their first run on the 1,000-metre course saw 
them break the record, but fall just short of their

lOOmph target. The second run was fi*actionally 
slower, but the third and final attempt brought 
success as they reached lOlmph. 

Driver Daniel Cramphom, from Canterbuiy, 
was thrilled to reach three figures, particularly 
after overcoming so many problems. 


He said: “The fact we didn’t get it easily and 
really had to work for it made breaking the 
record all the more satisfying. Our first run was 
so close to that magical lOOmph barrier that we 
just had to get out and try to go past it. 

“We had a fair idea we had broken lOOmph 
from our GPS readings, but had to wait until 
we got back to the dock. When they read it out 
there was a lot of excitement and I think it’s 
fair to say it’ll be a while before it’s broken.” 

The achievement saw Cramphom, along 
with co-driver Kim Collins, gain membership 
of the exclusive Bluebird K7 Club, reserved for 
those who exceed lOOmph. 

With the record in the bag, Team 26 will 
spend the winter looking for sponsorship 
ahead of next year’s PI World Championship. 
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It was the first time that five Kent sides had made the first round of the FA Cup in 47 years and it lived up to 
expectations with goals, shock exits, giant-killings and replays.

A day to remember 


T HE FA Cup always seems 
to conjure some magic and 
the first round was no 
exception as Kent enjoyed 
one of its most impressive per¬ 
formances in the competition. 

Gillingham, Dover Athletic, Dartford, 
Ebbsfleet United and Hythe Town all 
reached the lucrative FA Cup first round 
last weekend, which represented the coun¬ 
ty’s best showing in the famous competi¬ 
tion for almost 50 years. 

The biggest story of the day came from 
Priestfield, where Conference South side 
Dover Athletic knocked League Two 
Gillingham out after a 2-0 victory. The tie 
was extra spicy as it pitched Gills boss 



Andy Hessenthaler against the club he 
spent three years as manager at before 
leaving in the summer. 

Dover’s reward is a home tie at Crabble 
with either League One Brentford or 
Aldershot Town of League Two. 

Dartford came within minutes of causing 
another genuine cup shock as they led 
League Two high-fliers Port Vale until a 
late goal forced a replay. 

Tony Burman’s side, who were in the 
first round for the first time in 21 years, 
could host Accrington Stanley in the sec¬ 


ond round if they win next Tuesday’s 
replay at Vale Park. 

Kent League minnows Hythe Town 
enjoyed a fairytale story after picking up 
six wins to reach the first round for the 
first time in their history. 

The lowest ranked side left in the competi¬ 
tion faced a tough challenge by taking on 
League Two Hereford United, but they 
didn’t disgrace themselves despite a 5-1 
defeat at Edgar Street. 

Ebbsfleet United are also in the hat for the 
second round after earning a replay against 
Conference Premier side AFC Wimbledon, 
after a 0-0 draw at Kingsmeadow. 

The replay will be televised on Thursday 
and the Fleet will face Stevenage or MK 
Dons at home in the next round if they 
progress, which will also be five on television.

PLUCKY Hythe Town hope to capitalise 
on their FA Cup exploits by using the 
prize money gained to boost their Kent 
League promotion push.

The coverage we received since the victory 
has been great. The day was my best in 
football, it’s a great achievement and the 
first time in the club’s history that we have 
got through the first round.”

Back in the black 

Kent to record first profit for six years

KENT look set to announce a 
profit for the first time in six 
years, although the club’s operat¬ 
ing level will still show a loss. 

The sale of land for housing at St 
Lawrence, owned by Kent, has helped the 
club into the black and will be the first time 
since recording a profit of £5,548 in 2004. 

The county club had recorded losses of 
£804,542 last year as a result of two hugely 
costly concerts and the delay of the redevel¬ 
opment of their Canterbury ground, but 
after work finally got under way on the £8.2 
million project in September, the releasing of 
funds means there is cause for optimism. 

Encouraged 

Kent chairman George Kennedy told this 
newspaper: “The general trading position 
continues to be tough, but of course by the 
time the results are published, which should 
be in January, we would have actually 
shown a profit on last year. But that’s down 
mainly to the sale of the land of course, but 
it will be our first profit for some years and 
we are quite encouraged by that. 

“The operating level will still be at a loss 
this year, but the bottom line, with the sale 
of the land and what we are doing with the 
redevelopment, it puts the club in a stable 
position financially. That’s quite important 
as that’s something we have been trying to 
do for the last couple of years, so I feel rea¬ 
sonably justified in all the things we have 
done so far.” 


Work on the ground continues apace and 
the floodlights, which will mean Kent can 
host Twenty20 games on a Friday night in 
future, have also been ordered and are 
expected to be in place for the start of the 
season. 

On the playing front it’s hoped a small 
budget will be available for an overseas 
bowler for next season, but Kennedy insists 
that it is not a formality as he doesn’t antic¬ 
ipate money coming in from the redevelop¬ 
ment until the 2012 season. 

“Now the finances are under control I want 
to keep them under control until we start 
getting money in from the development,” he 
said. “But I will never say never to new play¬ 
ers coming in, it will depend on the finances 
at the time and how the season pans out. 

‘We have always said that we will do our 
best if the right player becomes available. 
There are people like [Makhaya] Ntini who 
we will no doubt try and speak to and see if 
we can do something, but there is no guar¬ 
antee that something like that will happen. 

“This coming season will be tough, but 


after that let’s hope we can take the foot 
off the brakes as far as expenditure is 
concerned.” 

The majority of work on the upgrade of 
facilities, the club say, should be finished by 
the start of the 2011 summer. However, 
there is a chance that some games will be 
staged elsewhere in the county, at 
Tunbridge Wells and Beckenham, while 
Kennedy also revealed that talks have 
begun with Folkestone about a return to 
Cheriton Road in the future. 

He said: “This season with the disruption 
to the outfield part of the ground, it’s a dis¬ 
tinct possibility that we might play one or 
two matches away from Canterbury. We will 
have to look at that [Tunbridge Wells] and of 
course there is Beckenham as well. 

“Not this season, but the following season, 
things in Folkestone are looking very 
encouraging. They have a massive develop¬ 
ment and ambitious plans. We have had 
talks with the people there and it’s a distinct 
possibility that within a couple of years we 
could be playing cricket there again.”

Results on the pitch may not be going to plan for Gillingham this season, 
but chief sports reporter DAVID PRITCHARD explains why suspending 
any contact with the media will only make things worse at Priestfield 


DESPERATE times call for des¬ 
perate measures, as the saying 
goes, but while Gillingham’s 
season looks bleak no one expect¬ 
ed the club to adopt a siege men¬ 
tality this week. 

The unusual decision to cease all commu¬ 
nication with the media until after yester¬ 
day’s game with Crewe Alexandra came in 
the wake of the club’s worst one-off result for 
years. 

A 2-0 defeat at home to non-league Dover 
Athletic in the FA Cup was the lowest point 
of a campaign which has stubbornly refused 
to catch light. The full-time whistle was met 
with boos from the home fans at Priestfield, 
as it had done with the defeat at home to 
Wycombe four days earlier. 

Downbeat 

As usual, Andy Hessenthaler spoke at the 
post-match press conference. 

While understandably downbeat, the 
mood was not hostile and with typical can¬ 
dour the Gills boss dealt with questions 
about his future, which could hardly have 
been unexpected given the contrast between 
pre-season expectations and the reality.

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“I’m right up for this challenge and there’s 
no way I’ll be walking away from this foot¬ 
ball club because I want to turn it around,” 
he said, before heading back down to the 
changing room, where chairman Paul Scally 
was speaking to the players. 

It was virtually the last official comment 
made by the club, who then hastily imposed 
a media blackout, supposedly to avoid the 
players getting distracted ahead of the 
Crewe game. 

Clearly the move causes us and our col¬ 


leagues in the press box a slight problem in 
previewing a game with no up-to-date infor¬ 
mation, but it is also counter-productive for 
the club itself. 

Cancelling Thursday’s press conference 
and any other interviews does two things. 
Firstly, it does not move the news agenda 
forward, which after the cup defeat might 
have been a good idea. Hessenthaler could 
have come out and dismissed all talk of the 
Dover game, concentrating on rebuilding 
supporter confidence ahead of Crewe. It 
might not have worked, but it was probably 
worth a try. 

Secondly, it creates a vacuum which in an 
era of round-the-clock news can be a 
destructive thing. The last official action we 
saw was Hessenthaler being whisked away 
after the press conference to speak to the 
players and the chairman. 

In the absence of any comment after¬ 
wards, it would be all too easy for an irre¬ 
sponsible rumour-monger to speculate what 
had taken place. There were maybe even a 
few supporters at Priestfield yesterday who 
were waiting to see whether Hessenthaler 
would still be in the manager’s chair. 

It also sets a dangerous precedent. Can we 
expect a blackout every time the side loses? 
For everyone’s sake, let’s hope not.

OFF-FIELD problems have a habit of 
affecting performances on the pitch, but 
Jamie Day is full of praise for his Welling 
United side’s attitude in the face of difficult 
circumstances. 

The Wings’ preparations for the new season 
were thrown into disarray when they were 
served with a winding-up petition in August 
for an estimated £90,000 debt owed to 
HM Revenue & Customs. 

While the High Court gave the club 
14 weeks to rectify the situation, the Football 
Conference imposed a five-point penalty and 
restricted the size of the first-team squad to 
16 players. 

Given the problems, Welling’s results have 
been unexpectedly good. Although the Wings 
were beaten 4-0 at Ebbsfleet United on 
Tuesday, they went into the weekend third in 
the Conference South table - with only the 


lost five points separating them from sharing 
the lead. 

Day, who has just celebrated his first 
anniversary in charge at Park View Road, is 
delighted with the way his squad have been 
able to focus purely on the games. 

He said: “The boys have been first class, 
apart from Tuesday, they’ve just got on with 
it. We were disappointed to lose the points, 
but hopefully it won’t make a difference at the 
end of the season. 

“A lot of them are young, so they don’t worry 
about what’s going on, they just want to prove 
they are decent players. Something like this 
can go two ways - you either let it affect you, 
or stay together and use it as a motivation.”

RISING star Courtney Tulloch claimed his 
biggest gymnastics title to date by winning 
the under-16 all-round national champi¬ 
onships last weekend.

GOLFER Benn Barham has received the all- 
clear after a cancer scare and says support 
from the likes of Tim Henman and Jamie 
Redknapp have helped him get through the 
“massive ordeal”. 

The European Tour player underwent an 
operation last month at Kent & Canterbury 
Hospital to remove a kidney, which was con¬ 
firmed this week to have had a cancerous 
tumour. 

The 34-year-old’s recovery has been going 
well and he is now beginning to focus on play¬ 
ing golf again, after doctors told him on 
Wednesday he will not require cancer preven¬ 
tion treatment. 

Barham, who lives in Tenterden, only discov¬ 
ered the tumour following an ultrasound scan 
for a stomach complaint earlier this year. 

Since going under the knife the Chart Hills 
member has been flooded with good luck 
messages from fellow European Tour golfers, 
tennis star Tim Henman and former Liverpool 
and England midfielder Jamie Redknapp. 
Barham has been touched by the response

and believes it has helped his recovery. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It’s been a massive 
ordeal and the toughest thing I’ve had to go 
through in my life. I feel I’ve been extremely 
lucky and it’s now a case of just looking after 
myself. 

“I’m really pleased to have made the deci¬ 
sion to go ahead with the operation. I was 
bracing myself for the next challenge, so it was 
great to hear that I will not need cancer pre¬ 
vention treatment. 

“It’s amazing really and I have to thank 
everybody who has supported me up until 
now. My friends and family have been amaz¬ 


ing, but I have had lots of messages from all 
sorts of people wishing me well. 

“Lots of guys from the European Tour and 
Challenge Tour have been in touch. Tim 
Henman has got in touch and wanted regular 
updates with how things have been going and 
so have lots of people from all walks of life - 
from the postman to the next door neighbour 
to Jamie Redknapp and players on the Tour. 

“It makes you feel everyone is behind you 
and it’s been extremely helpful.”

LASHINGS World XI cricket 
team are using their internation¬ 
al contacts in an attempt to offer 
Zulqarnain Haider a safe haven 
in the United Kingdom. 

The Pakistan wicketkeeper has been at the 
centre of a media storm this week after flee¬ 


ing from Dubai on Monday, announcing he 
was seeking asylum. 

It came after the 24-year-old’s heroic dis¬ 
play in Pakistan’s one-wicket win over South 
Africa in the fourth One-Day International 
on Sunday allegedly incurred the wrath of a 
match-fixing ring. He subsequently flew to 
London, without telling his team manage¬ 
ment, claiming he has received death 
threats. 

On Wednesday his contract was sus¬ 
pended by the Pakistan Cricket Board, 
who said Zulqarnain had made no attempt 
to contact them and that it had been 
unable to locate him - though he is 
believed to be staying at a hotel near 
Heathrow. 

Intervened 

David Folb, chairman of Maidstone-based 
Lashings, offered Zulqarnain a place with 
his team as soon as he heard of his predica¬ 
ment - as exclusively revealed on our web¬ 
site, www.kentsport.co.uk. 

“We’d love to have him in the team,” he 
said. ‘We’ve been trying to contact him, via 
text, phone and email and our door is 
always open to him.” 

The club have sheltered players in a sim¬ 
ilar situation in the past and have enlisted 
the help of Rashid Latif, who has been tex¬ 
ting Zulqarnain to offer advice. The former 
Pakistan wicketkeeper has been a 
Lashings stalwart since he was shunned 
by the cricket establishment in his home 
country for blowing the whistle on match¬ 
fixing scandals over a decade ago. 

Folb said: “We have tried to contact 
Zulqarnain through a couple of ex-intema- 
tional players. Rashid would be well-
